and transports. Sucr a naval base, when fully 
developed, is, like Malta or Gibraltar, a harbor on 
isjand or mainland, equipped to meet a fleet’s 
needs in repairs, supplies, coal and docking. If 
possible, it should be a commanding strategic 
position, and it should be always so fortified and 
garrisoned as to be self-protecting, since other- 
wise the fleet will have to waste its force in guard- 
ing it. From a naval base, ships can strike to a 
distance limited only by the fuel they carry. 

Halifax and Bermuda are the only nearby 
strategic positions in foreign contro] which are 
@ possible menace to our Atlantic coast. These 
perts can be made naval) bases of the first rank, 
and, from either or both, continuous naval op- 
erations against us would be possibl- the suc- 
cess of which would depend on the relative 
strength of the two fleets. Minor strategic posi- 
tions, subject to seizure by a superior enemy 
under present conditions, are Provincetown and 
Narrangansett and Delaware bays. 

In New York harbor, with its unrivaled facili- 
ties, and in Chesapeake Bay, with the fortifica- 
tions now projected, the United States has, or 
will have, northern and mid-coast naval bases 
‘ubexcelled in position, strength and _ resources. 
‘South of the Chesapeake, however, there is no 
Atlantic port which meets the demands of a large 
fleet, although the little, barren island of Key 
West would be of great value, not only in the 
daily supply of the ships (as in the Civil War), 
but as a base for destroyers and submarines. 

As to the gulf coast, with the Strait of Florida 
guarded by an effective force at Key West and 
the Yucatan Channel dominated by a fleet based 
on Guantanamo in Cuba, which we control, the 
Gulf of Mexico becomes militarily an inland sea 
which, with a powerful navy in the Atiantic and 
the Caribbean, is unlikely to meet the stress of 
war./ 

With a reasonably powerful fleet, our Atlantic 
coast would be, as a whole, easily guarded from 
any enemy but England. But, as naval strate- 
gists have pointed out unceasingly for years, our 
chief danger does not lie there but in the Carib- 
bean Sea. Capt. John Hood, U. S. N., says: 

“The most probable, and almost certain, naval 
theater of action in any war that we may have 
with a European nation, will be in the Caribbean 
Sea or waters adacent thereto, since it is there 
wo are weakest and most vulnerable, with our 
present long, undefended line of communications 
from Hatteras via the Windward and other pas- 
sages to the Panama Canal. 

“It would be a bold nation that would make a 
direct fronta] attack on our Atlantic seaboard, 
where we are strongest, and whose adjacent waters 
are within the radius of our home bases, unless 
our fleet had been annihilated or driven from the 
ocean.”

ANS DELBRUCK, historian 
H and statesman is professor of 

history at the University of 
Berlin. He was the instructor of the | 
Kaiser in his youth and has been one 
of his advisers in his maturity.

He be- 
came professor of modern history in 
the University of Berlin in 1885.

Colonial Cuestion Key to Peace. 
MENTIONED to Prof. Delbruck that three 
[ years ago he practically foretold the present 
catastrophe in an interview on Germany's 
aim. He said: 

“As I told then, the national aims of Germany 
ere to have colonial possesions as the other great 
nations, for instance, in Central Africa. It is 
my personal opinion that the moment the other 
Powers realize this and are willing to make rea- 
sonable arrangements with Germany in this di- 
rection the war will end. 

“As I have pointed out, of all the armies in 
the world, the German army is the best trained 
Snd most powerful instrument of war and yet, 
at the same time, the least available for mere 
political ambition and lust for power. Our army 
is strong only in a political defensive movement, 
when the existence and honor of the empire must 
be defended against an enemy’s attacks. 

“When they speak abroad so much about the 
German aggressiveness and refer to German mili- 
tary writers, they mean aggressiveness in a 
strategic and tactical sense. But for political 
aggressiveness which would lead to such a war 
as this, for the purpose of attaining world su- 
premacy, our people could never be used. And 
of what avail would have been all our technical 
skill and all the discipline of our army without 
the spirit which must come of the people’s own 
free will and which cannot be anything but the 
expression of the whole nation? 

“Not more than 15 per cent of the army now 
in the field had uniforms on the day of mobiliza- 
tion. The other 85 per cent are peasants and 
workingmen and scholars, for the most part 
heads of families. Would such people be pre- 
pared to be led to death for the sake of mere 
plans of political ambition? 

“The charge of ‘militarism’ applies least of all 
tc Germany, unless you refer to the fact that 
every German subject is a born defender of his 
Fatherland. It was this spirit that made it po® 
sible for Prussia to guard even against the uni- 
versal supremacy of Napoleon and then against 
the domination of the Czar. 


False Charge in Militarism. 
oa YY ar we take into consideration the 


fact that during the past 100 years 

Germany (Prussia) has had an army 
constituting only one per cent of the population, 
the charge of the growth of militarism in Ger- 
many can hardly be substantiated. 

“In order that Germany should not be ex- 
cluded from international affairs, in order that 
Germany should not have to remain a mere on- 
looker while the other great Powers are divid- 
ing Africa and Asia among themselves, and in 


order to protect our growing oversea commerce, 
Germany commenced to build her navy in 1885 


and thereby aroused England’s jealousy in the 


highest degree. 

“During the last 150 years the English people 
have lived in constant dread of an invasion. At 
one time it was the Spaniards, then the French, 
then the Russians, and now it is the Germans 
who have disturbed the peaceful slumbers of the 
English. They could not understand why Ger- 
many was building a large navy, unless she had 
intentions of attacking England. In their opinion 
the German navy would have been merely a 
luxury if Germany had np intentions of such an 
attack on England. 
“There may have been dreamers in Germany 
who dreamed of an immediate landing in En- 
gland, but in responsible quarters Germans have 
thought much more soberly. It is true, we 
wanted more than merely to defend our own 
coasts with our large fleet, but there was never 
any intention on our part to attack England 
What we wanted was to impress it upcn Dngland, 
as well as upon the other Powers,.that Ger- 
many must have her proper place among the 
great nations, in accordance with her greatness 
and power.

It is quite pos- 
sible that peace could be secu by ceding to 
Germany such colonies as Uganda and Nigeria, 
the French and Belgian Congoes as a ransom for 
Belgium and the north part of France. 

“Then there would probably have to be an 
indemnity to Germany, and I think England 
ought to pay it, for the cost of another year of 
war would be far greater than the price of peace 
today.”

It is true that in Guantanamo we hold a strate- 
gic position which, owing to its location on the 
island of Cuba, is dominating, but this natural 
stronghold is as yet undeveloped in its fortifica- 
tions and its equipment.

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A BIG MAN FOR GOVERNOR. 
The suggestion that Missouri Democrats nomi- 
nate Speaker Clark for Governor finds unusual 
approval so far as the wisdom of the choice on 
the part of the State Democratic party is con- 
cerned. The only obstacle is the Speaker's con- 
sent. The question is frequently asked: “Isn't 
he too big a man to accept ‘the governorship?” 
The question as to his bigness {s the strongest 


| argument in favor of offering him the nomina- 


tien and his accepting it. Missouri wants a big 
man for Governor. The office needs elevating in 
the public mind and enlarging in official capacity 
and standard of public service. The Democratic 
party in particular needs a magnified estimate 
of the importance of the office and a larger view 
of the type and quality of man to select as State 
leader and chief. executive. 

The governorship is a highly important office. 
The welfare of the State, the character and con- 
duct of the State government, the kind of legis- 
lation enacted by the General Assembly and the 
enforcement of law depend in large measure on 
the Governor. 

Men who have held high office in the Federal 
Government have accepted office in their states 
and communities when the call for service came. 
McKinley, after a long and distinguished career 
in Congress, was twice ¢lected Governor of Ohio 
and within a year after the close of his second 
term was elected President. We might multiply 
similar instances. 

Having served his congressional constituency 
in the national House and served the country as 
Speaker, Mr. Clark has the opportunity to do a 
great service for the people of the State and for 
his party in the State. His nomination would 
vastly strengthen his party in the crisis con- 
fronting it. We believe he would be elected and 
his election would give a higher dignity and 
worth to the office ofeGovernor. It would raise 
the gubernatorial Standard. 

Speaker Cfark has never been elected to an 
office requiring a State-wide vote. His nomina- 
tion, unsought by him, and his election would 
be a signal honor—a vote of confidence by the 

people of the whole State. In office he could ‘lift 
the State government. out of the slough of medi- 
ocrity, incompetence, frivolity, nepotism and mis- 
management into which it has fallen.

The selection of colors, 
in some years, seem to have been made for the 
deliberate purpose of baffling identification. 
Only a few years ago license tags in St. Louis 
were a white figure on a light yellow background. 
This year it is a black on a dark green. In a 
light which need not be very dim, the best eye 
cannot read the figures a short distance away. 
Some time ago the United States Signal Corps 
made exhaustive tests to determine the best com- 
bination of tints and shades for legibility at a 
distance. A white letter on a dark blue was 
found best of all. White on black or green is very 
good. Sd are black on yellow and green on white. 
Maroon on white is excellent. 

Whoever has the task, each year, of selecting 
the color scheme for license tags, is to be censured 
for bad judgment. Ability to identify an automo- 
bile is too important a matter to be left to chance.

The Weather Bureau is eagerly studying its 
now data in the hope that in future years it may 
be able to predict whether the seasons will be wet 
or dry, buf our ideas on the subject of causation 
are too fixed to be seriously disturbed. It was the 
shooting In France that made those rains. We 
defy any mere scientific inquiry to prove to the 
contrary. 
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THE HAPPY SOUTH OF 1915. 

The South’s steadfast patience during’ last 
year’s period of trial is being dazzlingly re 
warded. : 

A part of the 1914 cotton crop was marketed 
last winter and spring at living prices. With 
fewer products to buy this year, as a result of 
more diversified farming, the South has a: large 
1915 cotton crop to sell at 12 cents or the higher 
quotations obtainable by waiting. 

Cotton seed is being disposed of.at prices never 
before heard of. Even the lint byproduct of 
ginning cotton is bringing $40 a bale for use in 
relieving the sufferings of war victims. 

The activity in the lumber industry that began 
in June has steadily increased. In general the 
conditions are the most favorable this trade has 
known in eight years. Demand has now sur 
passed output and prices are advancing. Wood-

Employment opportunities in the forests, mills 
and factories show a vast enlargement. 

The {ron industry centralized in Alabama, metal 
working industries of all sorts throughout the 
South, are sharing the prosperity of those in- 
dustries everywhere in the country. 

Stimulated demand at higher prices is bring- 
ing enormous wealth to all branches of the oil 
business in the Southwest. 

The status of those great factors in the well- 
being of the South, the cotton, the lumber, the 
iron, the oil trades, reflects the hopeful condi- 
tions in merchandising and in miscellaneous less 
distinctive industries. 

Peace in Mexico means a renewal of exchanges 
with that country and profitable business for 
many Southern centers of finance. 

No part of the world suffered more severely 
than the South from the indirect effects of the 
war’s opening. When has a more startling bust- 
ness change been recorded than its emergence 
from the gloom and disaster of 12 months ago 
to the sunlight and happy fortune of the warn:

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BIPARTISAN WAR CABINETS. 

A Cabinet crisis in England must be a cause of 
confusion at home and of disquiet to the army 
abroad. The common enemy, fully informed of 
conditions by the publicity accompanying every 
phase of the crisis and the gossip to which it gives 
rise, must rejoice and take new encouragement. 

A crisis of this sort is always possible under 
representative government. If it is a source of 
weakness, however, it is not a source of weakness 
peculiar to representative government.

She has done nothing 
regarding the Lusitanie except to contend that 
she was within her rights. The Evening Post ap- 
parently would close the incident. 

Why, the day after the Lusitania was sunk the 
Evening Post, in an editorial, declared that Ger- 
many must be treated exactly like a mad dog.

THREE MORE CHANCES. 

Chicago Journal: —New Jersey. has turned 
down woman suffrage. This is no great surprise;

‘HE FIGHT WiLL GO ON. 

New York Herald: The managers of the cause 
ci feminine suffrage showed great skill and abil- 
ity in presenting the issue and combating their 
opponents. They were mightily aided by the ad- 
herence to their cause of such conspicuous public 


men as the President of the United States and 


Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, as well as Mr. Lindley 
M. Garrison, Secretary of War; Mr. William. J. 
Bryan, Mr. McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury, 
and various other members of the President’s of- 
ficial family. 

The manner in which the announcement of the 
President’s intention td vote for woman Suffrage 
came made it the great card of the campaign, 
and yet it is mueh to be doubted whether the an- 
nouncement, used as it was, did the cause good, be- 
cause it aroused a latent opposition which other- 
wise: might not have’ manifested ‘itself at the 
polls. ' 

New Jersey is one of the four great states in 
the East which will pass on this question this 
autumn. New York, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts at the regular election on Tuesday, Nov. 


2, will vote upon an amendment permitting wom- 
en to cast the ballot. While the failure of the 
movement in New Jersey will no doubt be a bitter 
disappointment to the suffrage advocates in the 
other states, the opposition will certainly not re- 
lax and woman as a factor in politics will hold 
the center of the stage for the next two weeks. 


SUFFRAGE INi‘VITABLE. 

New York Tribune: New Jersey this year was 
not ready to abolish sex privilege in government, 
but the vote«polled by the woman suffragists 
ought to be sufficient testimony, even for the most 
obtuse, that the demand for such abolishment can- 
not be silenced. 

Much stress has been laid on the theory that 
the result in New Jersey would be an index of the 
fate of the suffrage campaign in this State. That 
is by no means: necessarily true. The women 
across the river had several difficulties to con- 
tend with from which, happily, their sisters here 
are free. The New York State campaign ifs excel- 
lently organized. The various groups or assocla- 
tions. are working in thorough harmony. While 
the opposition of the political machines may not 
be ‘less bitter, it is hardly to be expected that it 
wil] be carried to-such an extent, and manifested 
so’ openly, as was the case in the special election 
yesterday.- Organized labor, strangely enough, 
largely opposed to woman suffrage in New Jersey 
at the behest of some of its leaders, appears to be 
pretty completely for votes for women here. 

The defeat in New Jersey is discouraging for 
the suffragists, but it is by no means fatal. It 
will spur the campaigners here and in the other 
“ampaign states to redoubled efforts. It ought to 
inspire in. the voters thoughts of the lamentable 
waste of time and money caused by prolongation 
of a fight against the inevitable.

Evidences of Great Business Revival | 


ON A SAFE AND SANE BASIS. 

Louisville Evening Post: The story of the 
past 12 months is the story of the triumph of the 
common sense in war and in finance. The things 
most dreaded 12 months ago were the things that 
did not happen. The temporary suspension of the 
cotton commerce has been followed by an unex- 
ampled demand, which readjusted all balance and 
brought business to a safe and sound basis. So 
with tobacco, so with wheat and corn, so with 
cattle. The excessive demand for wheat greatly 
increased the prodfiction. The high prices cur- 
tailed consumption, with the result that the price 
of wheat is back again to about the dollar mark, 
and the price of cotton is up again to the neigh- 
borhood of 13 cents, under the same influences 
of demand and supply, under the same “logic of 
the markets.” 

Commerce has, therefore, settled down to a war 
basis, and all the wheels are begfhning to turn 
with increased rapidity. 


(‘HE SOUTH FLOURISHING. — 
Washington Times: In the year ended Jun; 
30, 1914, the Southern Railway carried 2,507,289 
tons of agricultural products. By a singular co- 
incidence it carried 2,507,812 tons in the year ended 
June 20, 1915. But while the variation was about 
500 tons, the total was made up of quite different 
items. There was a slight decrease in the amount 
of cotton shipped in 1915, more than overbalanced 
by an increased shipment of cotton seed. 

More important is the’ fact that last year the 
South “imported” 100,000 tons less grain and 
15,000 tons less hay. The only possible explana- 
tion is that the South has begun to raise these 
necessary supplies itself instead of buying them 
from the North and West. 

On the other hand, shipments of leaf tobacco 
increased 10,000 tons; 8000 tons more of melons 
were shipped, 7000 tons more of citrus fruits and 
54,000 tons more of other fruits and vegetables.

When the gin gets through with these 1500 
pounds, the result, in round figures, is 1000 pounds 
of seed and 500 pounds of cotton.

This year things are a bit different. Taking 
prices which have prevailed at many places in 
the South and which, by every indication, will go 
still higher, the results are:

For the 1 same + ween of viel ‘asin inten the 
producer this year is getting, at the lowest, twice 
as much as he got last year. 

Moreover, previous to the 1914 cotton season 
the producer had been borrowing freely and sperd- 
ing as liberally as a prospective bumper crop war- 
ranted. 

This year, previous to the 1915 crop, the pro- 
ducer hed been exercising by necessity and choice 
the utmost economy, for both the size of the crop 
and the price were doubtful. __. 

The altuation then today {is that the cotton pro- 
ducer, the backbone of the financial structure 
of the South, has been living economically and 
is receiving twice what he got last year, while 
last year he had been spending freely and received 
half of what he expected.

chant vessels, carrying fuel and sup- 
plies and al lIflying foreign flags. If 
sudden war had come during that globe- 
girdling cruise, these transports would 
have been transformed automatically 
into enemies or neutrals. In the latter 
event, they would have vanished at once, 
leaving our Admiral hard pressed to get 
his ships home. 

It is improbable that direct naval at- 
tack will ever be made on the canal. The 
heavy gun and mortar batteries at the 
entrances and submarine and mine fields 
in the sea approaches will prevent that 

The canal zone is, however, nearly 3 
miles long and is only 10 miles wide, so 
that invasion by land forces will be 
easy, if the zone is not very strongly 
fortified and garrisoned. 


“Advanced national oytposts like Malta 
and Gibraltar must be (in strength) 
Maltas and Gibraltars,’"’ says Mahan. 
But, as with our home coasts, the 
canal’s first line of defense is the navy, 
and our fleet should always be strong. 
enough to keep an enemy from ever 
getting near enough for invasion. 


With regard to the future of the ca- 
nal, there are two facts which cannot 
be emphasized too strongly. First, bar 
ring the Monroe Doctrine, there is no 
policy or possession of the United States 
which is more likely to breed war for 
its retention than that world prize, the 
canal. Second, should we be too weak 
to defend it in war, all of its military 
acvantages would pass to the enemy 
which took it. In that event, its con- 
struction will simply have weakened us 
immeasurably, for, through it, we shall 
have opened a gateway for the nations 
of Europe to our Pacific coast and our 
overseas possessions beyond. 


The Story of Suez Canal, 


That these forecasts have sound bases 
in history, the story of the Suez Canal 
proves. It was built for Egypt by 
France; it has passed, seemingly for all 
time, to England. The vital necessity 
for a British highway to India prede- 
termined its ultimate ownership. Be- 
ginning with Gibraltar, England slowly, 
through long years, acquired Malta, 
Cyprus, Perim and Adén. The missing 
link was the canal, and Disraeli secretly 
bought a large, almost controlling in- 
terest in its shares. Then, in 1882, En 
gland entered Egypt ‘“‘to restore order.” 
Now, in 1915, after uniterrupted occupa- 
tion, she proclaims a protectorate over 
that land of sun and sand and holds the 
canal in a grip that will never loosen.

countries of Europe combined.’’ Fur-| 
ther, including Alaska, our outlying pos- 
sessions in the Pacific have an aggre- 
gate area which is more than one-fourtl. 
that of the United States proper and 
more than one-fifth that of the whole 
continent of Europe. 


The actual potential wealth of this 
vast territory defies computation. On 
Jan. 13, 1915, the Legislature of the State 
of Washington forwarded a petition for 
coast defenses to the President and Con- 


gress showing that the appraised value/ 


of the taxable property in the states of 
Washington and Oregon alone exceeded 
$4,100,000,000. Alaska is now. yielding | 
annually about six times its purchase, 
price of $7,250,000, and its enormous re- 
sources have been but scratched. As to 
the Philippines—that “military blunder’’ 
of their critics—they form, with their 
population of 8,000,000, their trade possi- 
bilities, their hardwoods, their agri- 
cultural resources and. their command 
of Southern China and the East Indies, 


a rich territory for which most great 
Powers would gladly go to war. In- 
comprehensible America, on the con- 
trary, intermittently proposes to leave 
the group to its own feeble devices, or 
to those of any grasping nations which 
may seize it. This is “national self-ab- 
negation’’ raised to the limit. 

The richest portion of our continental 
Pacific territory is that which is most 
exposed to bombardment, blockade and 
invasion. . 

‘So far as adequate defenses go, it is the 
weakest part of the whole frontier of 
this republic. On the entire coast we 
have but one great naval base—that on 
Puget Sound, whose incomplete facilities 
are growing slowly. In the eastern 
North Pacific Ocean we own every 
strategic point but three, and the de- 
vélopment of but one, Pearl Harbor, 
near Honolulu, is proceeding. In the 
Philippines, the only position which 
could hold for a time against attack is 
the little Island of Corregidor in Manila 
Bay. The destiny of nations has given 
the United States commercial and mili- 
tary opportunities without parallel on 
and in the North Pacific Ocean. Thus 
far; these opportunities and their at- 
tendant dangers have had but little con- 
sideration by Congress.

Thus thrown upon his own 
resources, he became successively a 
painter of ikons, a peddler of kvass, a 
land surveyor, a cook on a river .steam- 
er, &@ gardener, a baker’s apprentice and 
a longshoreman. For sevefal years also 
he lived the life of a tramp, gathering 
in this way the experience which he aft- 
erward put to such good use in his fa- 


mous novels, plays and tales of outcasts 
and rebels against society. 


Gorky’s whole career has been remark- 
able, and his book of memories, “My 
Childhood” (just published by the Cen- 
tury Co., New York), makes a veritable 
wonder story of the period from early 
childhood, when he became a fatherless 
boy, up to the time of his being cast out 
upon the world. 


Maxim Gorky (bitter pen) is the pseu- 
donym of Alexei Maximovich Pyeshkov. 
He was born at Nijni Novgorod, March 
14, 1868, the son of a carpenter. He was 
left an orphan very early, in the charge 
of his grandparents. 


Through Gorgy’s experience we see the 
life of the Russian peasant boy. Of his 
father he writes: 

“My father was the son of a soldier 
who had worked his way up to be an 
officer and was banished to Siberia for 
cruelty to his subordinates: and/ there 
—somewhere in Siberia—my father was 
born. He had an unhappy life, and at

The collection is mainly from the 
Osage and Cheyenne tribes, but includes 
something from every tribe jn the South- 
west.

In ft are relics from Chief White Hair, 
Old Chief Brave, See Haw, Bacon Rind, 
Chief Saucy Calf, Laben Miles, Little 
Star, Newalla, Little Beaver, Big Heart, 
Little Wolf, Paul Albert, Tooka-Walla, 
Sun Chief, Wa-Thonka, Waresheka, 
Lookout, Hookasha, Makewahonk, Mo- 
hekamoie, Hookashe, Wash-a-tunga, 
Yellow Hair, Corndropper and others, 
most of them Osages.

BENEFITED BY {IS | 
RIVER TERMINALS) 


Mayor Behrman of Southern Me- 
‘tropolis Tells City Club 
of Advantages. 


RAILROADS ENTHUSIASTIC 


Belt Line, Warehouses and 
Docks Controlled by People for. 
Best Interest of All, He Says. 


The benefits that New Orleans is de 
riving from its $15,000,000 municipally 
owned river terminals, warehouses and 
docks were described to City Club mem- 
bers yesterday by Mayor Martin Behr- 
man of New Orleans. These benefits, 
according to Mayor Behrman, are: 

A reduction in transfer charges 
from $8 to $10 a car to $2 a car for 
loaded cars, with empties handled 
free. 

Elimination of delays in the move- 
ment of freight shipments, all freight 
being moved the day it is received. 

Establishment of new industrial 
districts on the municipal belt line, 
with all the shipping benefits of fao- 
tories on the river front. 

The delivery of freight to the doors 
of wholesale merchants on the lines 
of the municipal] belt line. 

Creation of facilities enabling the 
farmers and planters to store their 
cotton in publicly owned warehouses, 
and the issuance of warehouse re- 
ceipts upon which money can be bor- 
rowed at any bank in New Orleans. 
A grain terminal warehouse is under 
construction which will afford the 
same facilities to producers of grain. 


Ralfllroads Give Their Support. 
Mayor Berhman said that the rail- 


roads of New Orleans were hostile to 
the municipal belt line project until it 
was constructed, but that its operation 
bad been so successful, and it had per- 
formed such a useful function, that the 
railroads were now its greatest support- 
ers. 

“No city can make a mistake that 
owns and operates its own terminal fa- 
cilities,"" Mayor Behrman said. “Our 
warehouses, terminals and docks are in 
the control of the people and operated 
by them for the best interests of the 
whole city. The big ship owners cannot 
get any rights that the owner of the 
small tramp steamer cannot get, and no 
corporation can get contro] of any part 
of the river front unless it actually uses 
the property it owns. 

“We have no dividends to pay from 
our earnings. The interest on the 
bonds and the maintenance charges 
are paid regularly, and our bonds are 
selling above par. The people are sat- 
isfied with the dividends they get in 
improved service. 

“The people of New Orleans were 
long loéked upon as easy going, fun- 
loving people. We liked our fun, but 
we felt a tremendous responsibility 
had been placed upon us by the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal. New 
Orleans was to be the gateway for the 
vast commerce of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. ) 


Sewer, Water and Drati Systems. 
“Although we were heavily taxed al- 


ready, we decided to build our facili- 
ties for handling freight and commerce 
and we have also constructed modern 
sewer, water and drainage systems to 
put New Orleans on an equality with 
other leading cities.’’ 

Mayor Behrman said that the young 
men, 2 years old and younger, were 
being formed inte civic erganizations 
to take an interest in the municipal 
problems. He said that as Mayor of 
New Orleans he was glad to have the 
co-operation of al] classes of citizens, 
and especially proud of the fact that 
the young men were taking an interest 
in municipal affairs. )

terminals commission attended the 
meeting to hear Mayor Behrman’s ad- 
dress. The committee has recommend- 
ed the construction of municipal docks. 
connecting with the transfer terminal 
rallway, which is, to be given to the 
city in Decem by the Termina) Raif)- 
roa@ Association as the nucleus of ,a 
river terminals system.

A review of the galleries devoted to the!

| sionary and Religious Edu- 
cation Boards Adopted.

Bureau Created Where Persons 
Addicted to Intemperance May 
Receive Help and Advice. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Oct. 246.— 
“If you are a victim. of alcohol, come 
and talk it over with us at the Consul- 
tation Bureau at the Hague!” In this 


helpful spirit a strong effort is being 
made by the Dutch authorities to com- 
bat the evil of overindulgence in intox- 
icants. 

The bureau has been installed in spa- 
cious premises in the center of the 
Netherlands residence city and every 
Wednesday an eminent medical man and 
othe> helpers are in attendance to give 
advice and to find work for men and 
women addicted to intemperance. 

Many men and,.women attend these 
weekly consultations, coming from all 
parts of the country, generally, it must 
be said, at the instance of well-wishin: 
employers, relatives and friends, to con- 
fer with the expert specialist in charge 
of the bureat. 

No Sermon Read. 

No sermon is read to the victims of 
the weakness. 

The applicant is asked. in a kindly 
way about his or her occupation and 
mode of life in general and as to the 
cause of his or her lack of occupation. 
Usually the reply indicates the person’s 
lack of willpower when invited to drink. 

The doctor then inquires why the 
victim does not refuse the liquor and 
the answer generally comes, “I can- 
not, for then I am asked the reason 
and I don’t know what to say!”’ 

“Why!” says the doctor, “now you 
can tell them that the doctor orders 
you not to take intoxicants. Try that 
for a week and then come back. and see 
me. °? 

In most instances work is provided 
for the drink victim and the employer 
is requested and consents to exercise 
‘a kind of friendly supervision over his 
sinew employe and to report results. 

P System a Success. 

Reports of the bureau show that the 
system is working well in hundreds of 
cases, especially when the man or wom- 
an is comparatively young. Others ap- 
parently are too far gone to be amen- 
able to moral suasion, but even some 
of these listen to the kindly advice and 
try again and again to overcome their 
own weakness, but many of them in- 


evitably drift once more and eventually | 


find their way into the prisons 
nicipal and state instituti 
mentally deficient. 

Meanwhile a campaign is also being 
carried on by the numerous abstinence 
societies throughout the country to com- 
bat the drink evil. Congresses were 
held in the third week of September ai 
Deventer by the General Netherlands 
Total Abstainers’ Union and at Utrecht 
by the National Commission to Coun- 
teract Alcoholism, whiie at Utrecht an 
exposition was held t6 show the bad ef- 
fects of indulgence in strong drink. 

War Pointed To. 

Speakers at these congresses pointed 
out to their audiences the steps taken 
by the various belligerent countries to 
prevent alcoholism in the armies and 
the beneficial effects the measures taken 
had had on the health of the troops un- 
dergoing so many privations and hard- 
ships in the trenches. At the same time 
it was argued that these regulations, 
having proved their val in increasing 
the efficiency of the Jdiers, should 
not be confined to the armies, but 
should. be extended to the peoples in 
general, as had been done in Russia 
with success. 

Some of the military commanders in 
Holland have issued strict orders in tne 
garrison cities under martial law to pre- 
vent excessive drinking both ainong the 
soldiers and the people. In Clinge, for 
instance, all clubs, cafes and liquor 
stores must be closed from an hour 
before sunset until an hour after sun- 
rise, | and heavy fines are inflicted for 
contraventions of the regulations. . Other 
places, too, have similar restrictions, 
but in general in the Netherlands the 
rules governing the sale of intoxicat- 
ing drink are very elastic.

SURDET ENG, OCTOBER bens 1915. : 
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Will Irwin, Back From Western Theater of War, 
Declares Cabinet Contains Too Many Heavy 
Thinkers and Not Enough Active Doers. 


By Will Irwin. 

(Mr. Irwin has just returned to 
New York after having spent several 
weeks in Europe at the western thea- 
ter of war.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The life of 
a British Cabinet Minister at the pres- 
ent moment is not a happy one. The 
aggressive, straight-thinking though 
opinionated Sir Edward Carson has 
just given it up a sa bad job. He 
may have acted wisely for England 
or wisely only for his own party. But 
at least he probably acted humanly. 

The situation in England is so com- 
plicated and tangled‘that he who tries 
to direct affairs has such a burden 
to carry of past mismanagement that 
perhaps not even a Lincoln or a Ca- 
your could be sure of success. And 
there is neither a Lincoln nor a Cavour 
in that Cabinet, nor, so far as any- 
one knows, in the whole British gov- 
erning class. 

The trouble goes a long way back 
of the war, and it began in a con- 
scientious attempt of the Liberal par- 
ty to do something which had to be

Gone for England. Germany was 
plaguing her industrially, as she is now 
scourging her in a military way, for 
she had discovered industrial team- 
work and was applying it with that 
thoroughness possible only to an au- 
tocracy which has a firm hold on its 
subjects. She was taking the most 
scientific care of her working class 
in order to bring them strong and 
efficient into the test of the nations. 
She was so co-ordinating her industry 
that she was gradually forcing En- 
gland out of the markets. It is prob- 
ably true, as the author of “J’Accuse” 
says, that, given 10 future years like 
the 10 years just passed, Germany 
would have backed England off the 
boards without the usé of arms. 
Far-Sighted Saw Trend. 

The far-sighted of England saw 
what was coming, and this vision be- 
came concentrated in the Liberal par- 
ty. Itis a mistake, by the way, to bé- 
lieve that all the Tories and Unionists 
of England are set, blind conserva- 
tives, and all the Liberals advanced 
thinkers. We have liberal and con- 
servative wings in both our Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties; it hap- 
pens that the Liberal wing is just 
now in control of the dominant 
party. 

Such was feugbiy the situation in 
British politics when the present gov- 
ernment took hold seven or eight years 
ago. The real Liberal wing got con- 
trol of the Liberal party and the Lib- 
eral party got control of the govern- 
ment. There had arisen from a small 
tuwn in Wales, a little, one-idead seer 
namsd Lloyd-George. Hissed, stoned, 
execrated, he had got a hearing for the 
“Socialistic’’ ideas upon which the Ger- 
mans had built their success. The new 
government, acting on Lloyd George’s 
ideas, started to straighten out England 
—to regulate unemployment and factory 
conditions, to provide against the looting 
of working-ciass vitality, even to restore 
the land to those who worked it. He 
met bitter, fervid opposition on even 
the smallest points, the conservative 
Briton being so organized that to change 
one jot or title of the England that he 
knows appears to- him blasphemous. 

All of which, in a way, was @ matter 
of preparation for just such a struggle 
as this war. A year of Armageddon has 
shown that you must mobilize not only 
armies, but whole nations; that the spirit 
and efficiency of the men and women 
operating the farms and factories are 
nearly as important as the spirit and 
efficiency of the men in the ranks. The 
objects toward which the Liberal party 
was working would, if accomplished, 
have furnished a fine background for a 
successful war. 

Part of the Liberal party understood 
perfectly the military intentions of Ger- 
many. The other part, including prob- 
ably most of the ministry, was lulled to 
sleep by the pacifist ideas of the Ger- 
man-loving Lord Haldane. And it would 
probably have been impossible for any 
ministry, however strong, to cram down 
the throat of John Bull two ministers 
so distasteful as social reorganization 
and military reorganization. Every 
change in England must be fought into 
the Constitution with struggleg and in- 
tense acrimony and even bloodshed. The 
Liberals had strained their influence 
with the country to get even such “‘So- 
cialistic” legislation as old age pensions, 
state employment bureaus,* working- 
men’s compensation and the reduction 
of the power of the House of Lords. To 
propose a change s0 radical as the in- 
crease of the army or genera! military 
training would have brought their down- 
fall in a week. 


Party’s Oredit Strained. 
Indeed, their credit with the coun- 


try was strained and almost broken 
when the war arrived. To get their 
measures through, to establish a 
working majority, they had to trade 
with the Irish Nationalist party, 
which had been sitting proudly aloof 
in Parliament, “agin” everything. The 
Irish gave their support to the Lloyd 
George measures in return for the 
promise of home rule. The Liberals 
made good, but as a party they had 
no heart in the home rule bill. They 
were merely paying a debt. The world 
knows what the bill precipitated—the 
uprising in Ulster with that same Sir 
Edward Carson at its head; the vir- 
tual refusal of Sir John French and 
other heads of the army to take ac- 
tion against the revolt; the open 
quarrel between the heads of the Gov- 
ernment. and influential part of the 
Tories. 

It is hard for a fair-minded out- 
s‘'der to declare that the Asquith gov- 
ernment was wrong. As I have said, 
they could not enforce social reorgan- 
ization and military preparedness at 
the same time. The war which En- 
gland dreaded might not come. The 
navy and the alliances brought about 
by British diplomacy might take care 
of that. But let England go on in- 
dustrially as she had been going on 
and she was bound to lose, peace or 
war. The advocates of military pre- 
paredness were in the Opposition par- 
ty, and even at that they got but Ht- 
tle hearing. Old Lord Roberts did his 
best to rouse his inert country, as 414 
Sir John French. 

The latter, it is said, got his final 
conviction on this subject through a 
little personal brush with the Kaiser. 
It happened at the general German 
maneuvers of 1811 or 1912. french 
was present, the guest of the Kaiser 
at headquarters. As usual, the Kaiser 
led in person the grand@ charge of 
German cavalry, a sport which he 
much enjoys. That night he came in 
to dinner quite set up by the events 
of the afternoon.

Under 
his head of snow-white hair, he has 
a fine, strong face, tinted by advanc- 
ing years and by his habit of out- 
door exercise to the color of old ma- 
hogany. He has a fine eye, but it is 
filmed and dreamy. It is the face of 
a scholar, a close thinker; and ag he

one meets him even for a.short busi- 
ness interview but comes away with 
a live admiration of the range, the 
flexibility, the instant understanding 
of Balfour’s mind.

It is said that Wilbur Wright, when 
he brought the aeroplane to Europe, 
amused everyone by his instinctive 
middle-western democracy.

He has a trick of talking on his feet 
even in parlor conversation. A most 
distinctive figure, what with the dou- 
ble-breasted coat, the turndown collar, 
the spring-bettom trousers which he 
affects through all changes of fash- 
fon, he will clasp his hands behind his 
back and fill the air with électric 
sparks. It reminds you, that intelli- 
gence, of a machine perfectly made for 
its purpose, perfectly oiled and so 
tuned up that it starts at a touch. 

Unlike most Englishmen, he makes 
instantaneous mental contacts—he 
thinks faster than the average Ameri- 
can. 

Yet the very breadth of his mind ts 
probably his handicap when it comes 
te a matter of practical affairs. He 
sces every side of every problem, for 
which reason he lacks the burning con- 
victions and the power to get them 
over to the people which narrower mei 
possess. He is a first class critic of 
affairs; he is only a second class 
creator. ‘ | 

Bonar Law Hard-Headed. 


Bonar Law is a hard-headed man of 
finance and high practical affairs. He 
neither has nor pretends to have touch 
with the people. Curzon was a good 
civil ~administrator of ‘India, under- 
standing: politics and the British kind of 
government, but little else. So tt 
goes ‘through the list. There are three 
exceptions. Winston Churchill, _re- 
tained in the Cabinet, even after the! 
crash, has more enterprise than the 
rest, perhaps because he is half-Amet}-.- 
ican. In the Dardanelles affair ,he at 
least lashed out and did something. 


As for David Lioyd Georgq the 
prophet vindicated in his lifetime—that 
little man seems to carry most of the 
burden of the empire. He alone of this 
cabinet was born outside of the able, 
but limited and inbred governing class 
which has. ruled Hngland time out of 
mind. He is just narrow enough, just 
fanatical enough, to have driving force. 
And he/alone of this cabinet under- 
stands the people of Britain with his 
heart as well as his head. 


Carson presented another type, and 
rather an anomalous one. Though 
what he did in Ulster probably wins 
approval from but few Americans, he is 
neither a fool nor all a fanatic. Car- 
son is a stubborn looking, round-head- 
ed man, giving with every motion the 
impression of -controlled physical and 
nervous force. Long before he jumped 
into political prominence he was con- 
sidered the ablest man at the London 
bar. He is both straight-thinking and 
clear-thinking, but he has a constitu- 
tional impatience of opposition. Posgsi- 
bly irritation at the slower and less 
direct thinking of other Cabinet mem- 
bers had to do with his resignation. At 

his appointment to the cabinet was 

if accidental. There was to be a 
grand Irish reconciliation. Carson rep- 
resenting Ulster, Redmond representing 
home rule, were to sit together in 
the council of the empire. But Red- 
mond, for reasons as yet obscure to the 
outsider, refused the post. 


A good cabinet, I suppose, must be 
composed of diverse minds so mixed 


the weaknesses of another. The trouble 
with this cabinet is that they are all 
toc much alike; there is too much 
heavy thinking and too little active 
doing. 

In a Cabinet composed, say, of Rooge- 
velts, Balfour would be invaluable. He 
would take the projects and proposals of 
his more enterprising colleagues, let 
his mind play upon them, improve them,

Such questions as these that I have 
mentioned are being discussel by 
thoughtful Canadians. Especially is 
there concern, as there is in Great Brit- 
ain, lest the menace of militarism Le 
fastened upon the nation. It is this 
dread that has made the agitation for 
conscription go so badly in Canada. 
Even if there were conscription in th: 
British Isles, it is not likely that the 
Dominion would adopt it as a policy: 
knowing how easy it would be for the 
uwilling conscript to escape across th> 
American border. 

From all that I could learn of senti- 
ment in Canada the tendency is not to- 
ward but away from the militaristic 
ideals. Retrned Canadian soldiers ex- 
press no desire for army careers. The 
common report from the front is that 
the roar of the trenches has given even 
the city recruit a longing for quiet life 
on a Canadian farm. Toronto Uni- 
versity, which has enlisted 50 per cent 
of its undergraduates and sent many 
of the students of its affiliated theolog- 
ical schools into the. trenches, ssti!! 
voices its strong disapproval of a mili- 
taristic spirit. 

The most deep-reaching effects upon 
national character result from tho kac- 
rifice of the non-fighting population 
They are carrying the burdens with- 
out experiencing the thrills of combat. 
And the heaviest burdens fall on them 
not from the borrowings of the Govern- 
ment, nor from the war taxes on sugar 
ond coffee, tobacco and liquor, and the 
stamps that go on nearly everything 
cne touches. Where they meet the rea] 
burden of the war is in answering the 
question that is universal in the British 
Gominions: “WILL YOU FIGHT OR 
WILL YOU PAY?” 


Heavy Calls Are Made. 

The Canadian Government's war bor- 
rowings for the first year have amount- 
ed to approximately $100,000,000, all from 
the Imperig! Government.. The future 
will take care of that. Fifty millions 
more of wsr expenditures have been 
authorized for the fiscal yrar ending 
next March, and that will not suffice, 
for the first 12 months used up prac- 
tically thé first $100,000,000. 

But that is the smallest part of the 
call for money. As the demind of the 
nation is insistently for recruits, and 
still more recruits, so is it upon the in- 
dividual for money, and still more mon- 
ey; sacrifice, and still more sacrifice. 
There are subscription funds for ma- 
chine guns, convalescent hospitals, to- 
bacco, razors, footballs anc countless 
other comforts for the me in the 
trenches; fvnds for soldiers’ families 
and funds for premiums on soldiers’ life 
insurance. Besides the military benefac- 
tions, there have been extraordin«ry de- 
mands on public and private charity for 
the unemployed. 

Every known method, pa'niess and 
heroic, for the extraction of money is 
in use. There are children's penny and 
10-cent and shiling subscription funds, 
tag days every day, Sunday school war 
collections, tithings in the churches, 
calls to contribute a day’s wages or 
the profits of a day’s business. 


Money Given Without Stint. 


To the honor of Canada it may be 
said that every call has been answered, 
every requirement met. The army. was 
short of machine guns. As soon as 
Canada was roused to realize the plight 
of its men, town councils, fraternities, 
churches, corporations, individuals vied 
in raising $1000 tunds for machine gun 
equipment. In a month 1500 machine 
guns were paid for and the military 
authorities had to cry “halt; there 
would be more guns than the army 
could use. 

But there was no abating the demand 
for money. Subscribers were told to 
keep right on giving, as disabled men 
were beginning to require employment, 
and a new fund to provide work for the 


ing to that just as generously as for 
machine guns, with the certainty that 
when that. need has been satisfied the 
war will have created still other de- 
mands just as urgent. 3 
Corporations like the Canadian Pa- 
cific Raliroad and the Bank of Mon- 
treal set the country’s pace at the out- 
break of hostilities by subscribing each 
$100,000 for the patriotic fund to care for 
soldiers’ dependents. That fund has 
grown to $4,000.00. There has been 
scarcely a default in payment of the 
monthly subscriptions made when the 
first appeals to patriotism fired the na-

and field work. | 

Men and women have foregone vaca- 
tions for this labor. In Montreal a com 
mittee of 600 wqmen divide the clerica! 
work and the house-to-house visiting. 
The office staff reports at 9 and leaves 
at 6, with regularity of attendance as 
conscientious as though they were 
punching a time clock for pay. Women 
who have never had to earn a dollar— 
avcial leacGers of the metropolis—perform 
the work of visiting nurses to soldiers’ 
families in the tenements. 

The Patriotic Fund is banker, doctor, 
father and mother to its poorer de- 
pendents. It distributes educational lit- 
erature, provides lectures and recreation, 
sees that the soldiers’ children are kept 
in school, and advises mothers on prob 
‘ems of dietetics, sanitation and home 
economics. 

Standard of Living Set. 

Decent standards of living have been 
fixed, and with democratic impartiality 
funds are provided alike to every so0l- 
dier’s family to enable them to live up 
te the standard of the community, re- 
gardliess of what may have been their 
social status before. The wife of a sol- 
dGier becomes the social equal now of the 
wife of every other soldier. 

A wife’s or dependent mother’s or 
sister’s allowance in the larger cities 
is $30 a month, for a child of 10 to 15, 
$7.50; for a child of 5 to 10, $4.50, and for 
a child under 6, $3 a month. Sixty dol- 
Jars a month is the maximum allowance 

The Patriotic Fund makes up the dif- 
ference between this standard require- 
ment and the family’s Income from the 
soldier’s pay and whatever

sources there may be. The average as- 
sistance per family in Montreal is $18. 
Four thousand families are being as- 
sisted in that city alone. 

| Corporations Find Soul. 

It should be remembered that all of 
these burdens of giving fall outside of 
the requirements created by heavy war 
taxes, and that the war taxes came on 
top of prolonged business depression. 
Corporations, taxed“on their earnings 
to swell the Government revenues, have 
not only given generously to the vari- 
ous funds, but have equipped compa- 
nies of their own employes, and, be- 
sides, holding their jobs open, have con- 
tinued their men on full, half or quar- 
ter pay while in the army. Some have 
pledged support to employes’ families 
in event of death or disability. 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
with its hundreds of branches through- 
out the Dominion, furnishes one of the 
most noteworthy examples of corpora- 
tion patriotism. More than 650 of its 
officers and clerks—20 per cent of its en- 
tire staff—have enlisted. The men re- 
tain their seniority and rank in the 
bank’s insurance and pension system, 
and so much of their salary ag is need- 
ed to support the soldier’s family con- 
tinues. Other employes contribute over- 
time to do the work of absentees where 
that is possible. 

With all this drain upon the re- 
sources of the country the Canadian 
banks are bulging with money. They 
enjoy public confidence, and hoarding 
is done through their savings depart- 
ments and not generally in vaults or 
stockings. Both the number of depos- 
itors and the aggregate of time depos- 
it have increased since the war.

Deputy Sheriffs Arthur M. Harri- 
son and J. Frank Casey were suUSs- 
pended yesterday by Sheriff Dick- 
mann after Circuit Clerk Graves an- 
nounced that he had started an in- 
vestigation of a scheme by which $137 
had been obtained from his office on 
22 jury warrants, which he declared 
were improperly approved by deputy 
sheriffs assigned to duty in three di- 
visions of the Circuit -Court. 

The pay warrants were issued in 
the last two weeks by the Circuit 
Clerk’s office on jury summonses 
|} which contained the purported O K’s 
of Harrison and Casey, deputy sher- 
iffs in the courts of Judges Hen- 
nings and Withrow, respectively. 

The investigation was started by 


in his office reported that two men 
who, on Friday, presented summonses 
for warrants on the city for jury 
service, had acted suspiciously when 
vouchers for $7.50 each for five days’ 
Service were handed to them. Both 
Summonses bore the purported ap- 
proval of Casey, who had served as 
deputy sheriff in the courtroom in 
which the men were supposed to have 
served on juries. 

Confused When He Took Warrant. 
The first instance was when Deputy 
Clerk Gabriel Roth handec a warrant to 
® man who presented a summons made 
out for Charles Londo, S411 . Morgan 
street. Roth said the man did not seem 


to recognize the name of Londo and 
vas Confused when he took the warrant. 
Later it was learned that Londo had 
been dead since June 5. 

P'Shortly thereafter anotter warrant 
was given to a man who had a sum- 
mons in the name of Albert J. Per- 
rault, 1804 Hickory street, on certifica- 
tion of “Casey”’ that he had served five 
days as a juror. Deputy Clerk Louis 
Hocker said he recognized this man as a 
former employe Of a handbook maker in 
St. ITouis and he did not believe the 
man was Perrault. Examination of the 
court’s jury list showed that Perrault 


the first day he was to serve, and could 
not claim service for five days. Hocker 
was sent to Perrault’s place of business 
at 1533 Market street and reported he 
learned that Perrault had. been in. St. 
Louis County all day Friday on business 
and had not performerd jury service at 
all. 

A general investigation of jury war- 
tants issued in the last two weeks was 
then ordered by the Circuit Clerk. It 
was discovered that 20 jury warrants 
had been issued on summonses where 
the Sheriff had made a return of “not 
found’ and,two in which the persons 
summoned had been excused by the 
court.

Harrison Not on Duty. 

Harrison was not on duty all last week 
because of illness, but the investigation 
disclosed that the week before, when he 
was serving in Judge Hennings’ court, 
cight jury warrants were issued in cages 
in which the persons named in the war- 
rants were reported as ‘“‘not found.’’ The 
summonses on which the warrants were 
issued bore the certification of “‘A. M. 
H.” for four days’ service each. 

Clerk Graves requested City Audi- 
tor Sheehan to refuse to honor any 
jury warrants which are still out- 
standing until the matter can be in- 
vestigated further.

WOMAN TEACHER'S 


SLAYER IS SOUGHT 
BY KANSAS POSSE 


Bloodhounds Placed on Trail of 
Assailant~- Who Choked 
Victim to Death. 


BODY HIDDEN IN WEEDS 


Crime Not Revealed for Several 
Hours and Developments 
Offer No Clew. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MOSCOW, Kan., Oct. 23.—Southern 
Grant and northern Stevens Counties 
were shocked early today by the dis- 
covery of the body of Miss Nellie By- 
ers, @ school teacher, in a clump of 
weeds a mile from her prairie school- 


house, The girl had been attacked, 
bitten and beaten In a fight to protect 
herself. Her clothing had been taken 
from her, she was terribly slashed and 
she had been choked to death. The body 
had then been dragged to the weeds 
and concealed. 

Miss Byers was about &% years old 
and was from Grant County. Her 
father, Frank Byers, was a member of 
the Kansas Legislature in 1895. He died 
several years ago. The family now 
lives in New Ulysses. 
l.ast Seen Alive When School Closed. 

Miss Byers taught a school for a dis- 
trict part of which is in Grant County 
and part in Stevens County, 10 miles 
southwest of Satanta and eight miles 
northeast of Moscow. It is known as 
the Leahy or Waterford School. Last 
evening she remained at the school- 
house until all the pupils had gone 
home, and it is supposed she then start- 
ed to her boarding place at the home of 
a family named Edson. The last time 
the teacher was seen alive was when 
the pupils left. 

Thé alarm over her disappearance 
was not started until this morning, as 
she had told the Edsons she might go 
to the home of a sister, Mrs. Brewer, 
and go with her to Ulysses today to a 
teachers’ association meeting. This 
morning her disappearance was dis- 
covered and the resulting search re- 
vealed the body at 8:30 o’cloék. 4 

The Edson family lives several 
miles from the schoolhouse. It was 
Miss Byers’ custom to ride horseback, 
The searchers were led to her body by 
finding her horse hitched to a fence- 
post. None of the clothing worn by 
Miss Byers has been found, except 
her sweater jacket, which was 
wrapped about her head and neck, and 
with which she had choked to death. 

The entire neighborhood was soon 
aroused. Men drove to: Satanta to 
eatch the Santa Fe, Dodge City & 
Cimarron Valley branch train, but it 
had left before they arrived. They 
then telegraphed ahead to every sta- 
tion for officers to watch for any sus- 
picious character who might attempt 
to get on or off. 

Blcodhounds Reinforce Search. 

There is no clew to the murderer. 
Miss Byers had no enemies and the 
sparsely settled counties of Southwest 
Kansas have been almost free from 
crjmes against women, Search for the 
slayer is being extended over all the 
southwest part of Kansas by telephone 
and telegraph. The -only rajlroad 
through the section is the Santa Fe 
branch. A fugitive would have to go 
north as far as Garden City to reach 
the main line or south to Liberal to 
reach the Rock Island. Bloodhounds 
arrived tonight from Concordia and it 
is not believed the teacher’s assailant 


can escape.

Burton Admits Taking Office 
Cash and Giving Checks 
to Cashier. 


City Counselor Daues will decide to- 
morrow, at the requést of Mayor Kiel, 
whether Claude B. Bufton, Assessor of 
Water Rates, shall be suspended, péend- 
ing the return to the city of Water Com- 
missioner Wall, as a result of Burton's 
admission yesterday that he frequently 


borrowed money from the cashier’s till 
in his office and left personal checks. 
which he redeemed and destroyed as 
much as 15 days later. 

The Water Commissioner is to appear 
as an expert witness tomorrow at Santa 
Fe, N. M., in a suit involving a water- 
works at Raton, N. M. He has sole 
power of appointment and removal of 
the Assessor of Water Rates. John 
B. Owen, deputy collector in charge of 
water rates, was dismissed from that 
post a week ago by Collector Koeln, 
‘when it became known that Owen had 
borrowed money from the office til! and 
deposited a personal check for $2000 with 
the cashier, post-dated Nov. 1. 

Owen Made Charge. 

Burton’s admission, made in the pres- 
ence of newspaper reporters, was a 
revelation to Counselor Daues, who told 
reporters, after questioning Burton the 
day before, that Owen’s transaction was 
the only one that department officials 
had knowledge of. Burton told of his 
practice while denying a charge, madc 
by Owen, that Cashier Sattell had told 
Owen a year ago that Burton borrowed 
$250 from the office about the time Bur- 
ton loaned that amount to Owen and 
charged him 6 per cent Interest on it. 

Counselor Daues, after Burton ac- 
knowledged borrowing other sums from 
Sattell’s till, gaid it was an indefensi- 
ble and reprehensible practice. . After 
Burton left the Courselor’s office, Coun- 
selor Daues announced that he would 
‘personally transmit the information to 
Circuit Attorney Harvey, who had been 
informed of the Owen transaction a 
week ago. The Counselor also informed 
Mayor Kiel of the circumstance, and 
the Mayor announced that he would. be 
guided, in considering the suspension wf 
Burton, by the decision of the coun- 
selor after further investigation. 

Burton explained that he considered 
his action was sanctioned by a custom 
that had existed in that office and in 
the,Tax Collector’s office since the days 
of Collector Ziegenhein. 

“Violation of Statute.” 


The City Counselor said he knew that 
it was the practice, although it should 
not be permitted, to allow city officials, 
newspaper men and others whd have 
business at the city hall, to cash per- 
sonal checks and get city funds. When 
an official in charge of a collection of- 
fice cashed his own checks and allowed 
them to remain for days and weeks in 
the cash till, it was a violation of the 
statutes, Counselor Daues said, and con- 
stituted technical embezzlement. 

‘The Counselor said he had person- 
ally cashed several checks at the cage 
in the water rates office. Mayor Kid 
frequently has had)’ occasion to casn 
checks at the city hall, and on one ocea- 
sion recently, according to Officials of 
the water rates office, Sattell cashed a 
check for $500 for the Mayor, to defray 
the expenses of an official visit to 
Cleveland of a special committee of Al- 
dermen to inspect a municipal lighting 
plant. 

Almost every official in the city hall 
is said to have cashed a personal check 
at either the water rates, the Tax Col- 
lector or Licénse Colleetor’s office. 

Police and firemen .by the score are 
accommodated on pay days at the wa- 
ter rates office, and pay checks, 
-amounting to several thousands of dol- 
lars, have been cashed in a single day 
by Owen and others. It was the cus- 
tom not only to cash checks for police 
and firemen who were personally known 
to those in the office, but office at- 
taches say any policeman could be ac- 
commodated by displaying his shield 
nu The only precaution taken in 
such cases, it was said, was to make a 
memorandum on the cheek of the shield 
number. : 

Cashier Sattell, who has been ill at 
day morning, said yesterday he consid- 
ered himself bound by the oath he 
took in appearing before the grand 
jury last week, not to discuss the trans- 
actions in his office while the present 
investigation is under way.

This 
accounted for all the new issue except

20,000 Women in Line of 
March Appeal for Votes in 
Election Tuesday Week. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The women who 
want to vote made an appeal for it 
today on Fifth avenue that must have 
put serious thoughts into the mind of 
ever: balloting man in the vast assem- 
blage that edged the thoroughfare from 
Washington Square to Central Park and 
looked on. For three hours and a half 
the tramp, tramp, tramp of them sound- 
ed along the asphalt past the reviewing 
stand. From the middle of the golden 
afternoon until darkness set the are 
lamps a-sputtering over their heads, 
they passed with their yellow seshes 
slung from right shoulder to waist, their 
yellow flags waving in the air and their 
banners setting forth in huge type rea- 
sons why they should share with their 

brothers the right of suffrage. 

In fours, in eights. in companies front 
of 16 abreast, arms linked or arms over 
each other's shoulders, they came along, 
and in such numbers that those who are 
accounted experts in the estimating of 
crowds gave up their jobs in despair. 
The procession of ballot-seekers seemed 
interminable. 

Estimates Take Wide Range. 

How many there were is a problem. 
Call it what you like. The police guess- 
ers thought there were between 25,000 
and 30,000. The anti-suffragists, who 
used registering machines for their tally, 
admitted there were between 18,000 and 
20,000, exclusive of the men who marched 
and who must have totaled 5000. The 
suffragists themselves announced that 
“men, women, children‘and stragglers’’ 
numbered 62,536. 

But no matter. It was a wonderful 
assemblage of women, and as to their 
parade, every avenue policeman who? 
has seen all the big pageants vowed it 
was one of the greatest New York ever 
witnessed, and the spirit was as splen- 
did as the numerical strength. Some of 
the marchers who had places in the 
last of the line were obliged to wait at 
Washington square, the starting point, 
from as early as 1 o’clock until after 5 
before they could start. Hunger and 
thirst beset them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Plans for 
handling the export trade of the United 
States through a trust company, co- 


operating with the Federal Government 
in order to avoid interference with car- 
goes, were announced today by Secre- 
tary Redfield of the Department of 
Commerce, after a conference with As- 
sistant Secretary Peters of the Treas- 
ury Department, Assistant Secretary 
Vrooman of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and a number of exporters, 
trustees of the company. 

The company will be called the Amer- 
ican. Overseas Trust Co., and will 
handle the: American export business 
along the lines followed by The Neth- 
erlands Overseas Trust, with the im- 
‘port busines of Holland. 

Close Touch With Government. 

Secretary Redfield said that while it 
would ix no sense be a Government or- 
ganization nor be officially recognized 
by the Government, it would be. “‘in 
close touch: with various departments 
of .the Government,” whose agents 
would see that its operations were 
“impartial and neutral.” This was re- 
garded -as meaning that the American 
| Overseas Trust Co. will assure the 
| Huropean Governments with which it 
deals that no goods exported under its 
supervision will reach opposing belli- 
gerents. 
| “The object of the scheme,” Secretary 
Redfield said, ‘‘is to secure the move- 
ment of neutral commerce under such 
authoritative auspices as to assure that 
‘it will not be interrupted. That part 
of the plan to be undertaken by the 
Department of Commerce, under the 
arrangements discussed today, would 
be the ascertaining, by commercial at- 
taches, commercial agents and other cf- 
ficers, thet the operations of the plant 
were strictly impartial and neutral. 

Open to All Neutral Commerce. 

“The new company would be open 
to assist all truly neutral American 
commerce to all countries with. whitch 
it is to operate. The machinery would 
not be Officially a part of the Gov- 
ernment, and it would not be a money- 
making scheme. It is the voluntary ac- 
tion of men prominent in business in 
various cities of the country secking to 
secure relief. for American commerce 
by having “Wéeutfal trade conducted un- 
der the auspices of an organized, re- 
sponsible concern.’’

The Post-Dispatch, following the Gov- 
ernment’s announcement last week that 
the plan for a “Continental Army” de- 
pends on the patriotic response of em- 
ployers to whom an appeal will be made 
to grant furloughs to ag many men each 
year, at different seasons, as they can 
spare, has interviewed the principals of 
big firms in St. Louis to ascertain their 
attitude toward the new defense plan. 

From the partial outline given by the 
Government, it appears that the conti- 
nental army will be a part of the regu- 
lar army, differing from it in the terms 
relating to service, -Men will be en- 
listed for six years, during half of 
which period they will be engaged only 
two months each year on active serv- 
ice in training camps. with pay. Dur-/|

ing the training of boys while in school 
for future service to their country at 
the front if it should become neces- 
sary. He doesn’t think an army, such 
ag this country requires for national de- 
fense, could be developed without long 
training. 

“If the plans suggested for a conti- 
nenta] army are adopted, howeVer, 
think the regular wages of the men 
enlisted should be as nearly fully paid 
during the training periods as possi- 
ble,” McCulloch said. “Toward this 
end the employers shold do what they 
can. Some employers, of course, could 
not afford to pay their men under such 
circumstances, while others could, but 
this probably. could be arranged by 
having each contribute, along with 
others of wealth who are not employ- 
ers, to a common fund.”

800,000 Men in Six Years. 

By this plan the Administration 
hopes, in six years, to raise a Citizen 
Army of 800,000 men, which, with @ 
regular army of 140,000 men and 300,000 
reserves, would give a trained force,| 
exclusive of state militia, of about 
1,200,000 in the event of war. . 

Employers throughout. the United 
States—corporations, manufacturers, 
professional men, tradesmen and _busi- 
ness men of all classes—are to be asked 
to contribute, as their share in the 
nationa) defense, permission to their 
employes to engage, without serious 
financial] loss, in two months’ military 
training during each of three years. ‘ 

Favored by Frisco Receiver. 

W. CG. Nixon, receiver and chief op- 
erating official of the Frisco Rail- 
road, said he would encourage the 
enlistment of his employes in the 
Continental Army and would: hold 
open for them the positions that they 
left to go into the training camps. 
Hs could not say what could be done 
toward paying the salaries or wages 
of the nen “@uring camp periods, be- 
cause of the unsettled condition of 
his company’s affairs. 

“J would encourage the enlistment 
of my men,” Nixon said, “and particu- 
larly men in our offices. A month or 
so in a training camp, with plenty of 
fresh air and exercise, “w6uld do them 
much good and they would come back 
better and more efficient clerks than 
when they left.” 

There are 20,000 men in the employ 
of the Frisco railroad, 1300 of this 
number in the offices and freight 
house in St. Louis and 2500 in the 
shops at Springfield, Mo. 

Walter B. Woodward, president of 
the Woodward & Tiernan Printing 
Co., said his firm always had encour- 
aged the National Guard, sometimes 
with financial support. 

“We would encourage and support, 
as best we could, a movement of this 
sort,” he said. “Military training for 
employes is almost as good a thing 
for the employer as for the employes 
themselves, the employer reaping the 
benefits from the increased efficiency 
of his men. Our company would be 
willing to pay its employes, who 
joined such an army, 40 to 50 per 
cent of their regular wages while 
they were in training camps. We 
would be willing to let them go to 
the drill camps if too many men were 
not taken from us at one time. Two 
months, however, seems a rather long 
time to drill.” He said his firm em- 
ployed 750 men. ’ 

A. I. Shapleigh, president of the 
Shapleigh Hardware Co., which em- 
ploys a big force tn its offices and fac- 
tories, said he had always supported 
the National Guard and favored the en- 
largement of this body for the de 
fense of our country in an emergency. 

“What means of enlarging our train- 
ed fighting force for deferise are adopt- 
ed is a secondary matter, but we all 
know that we are not now properly 
equipped in this respect,’’ Shapleigh 
declared. “I was a member of the 
militia for ten years and I know mili- 
tary training is good for all mer, aside 
from the fact that it prepares them to 
defend their homes, ff occasion arises. 

Thinks Government Should Pay. 

“If the plan of enlisting a large con-. 
tinental army from the workmen of the 
country is put into effect, I think 
the Government should pay those. who 
join the army, at least a portion of the 
amount of wages they receive at’ their 
employment during the two-months 
period of training each year. 

“I do not think the employers should 
be asked to pay the men while they 
are preparing to serve their country. 
I would not, and I don't suppose any 
other employer would object to his 
employes enlisting and being away 
from his job for two months of the 
Year while drilling.” 

W. Palmer Clarkson, of the Pioneer 
Cooperage Co., expressed himself as 
favoring instruction in the schools to

possibility of attacks not analogous 
with the countries of Europe, where 
each is easy of access to the other, so 
that I don’t believe we need a large 
standing army, although we do need a 
strong navy and a merchant marine. 

“In the event of the plans fer a con- 
tinental army materializing, I would 
oppose my company being taxed during 
the training periods for the wages of 
its employes who enlisted. The idle 
rich, the ‘boys in colleges and lads in 
school should be trained, not the work- 
men of the country.’’ About 600 men 
are employed by the International Shoe 
Co. in its 15 factdries, offices and sales 
department. 

Walker Opposes Pian. 

D. D. Walker, vice president of Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co., which has about 
76Q men in its employ, said he opposed 
a lage standing reserve army composed 
of workmen, as he deems it unnecessary. 

*‘We give our employes two weeks’ va- 
cation each year,” Walker said, ‘and if 
théy ‘choose to put this time in at dri!! 
camps, fitting themselves to become part 
of an army for national defense, we 
would have no objection. If the conti- 
nental army plans materialize, we might 
even give them an extra two weeks off 
each year, if it was not too big a bur- 
den on our working force. Two months 
of such training is too long, however, 
and it would be a poorly conducted 
business that could dispense with one- 
sixth of its working force. Personally, 
I am opposed to the movement.” 
Ernest W. Stix, vice presicent of the 
Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co., said he would 
encourage the enlistment of employes 
of his company, providing the training 
periods did not exceed :30 days. “We 
give our employes two weeks’ vacation 
now and we would pay these wages, and 
possibly the wages of the men for 90 
days, if they spent their time during va- 
cations in training camps, and if the 
training periods and the number of men 
'called from our employ at one time did 
not conflict with the business of the 
company to too great an extent. This

Windows Are Shaken Within 
Radius of 4% Mile—Factory 
Has War Orders. 


A warkman in the priming inspection 
department of the Western Cartridge 
Co.’s plant, near East Alton, yesterday 
dropped a tray, containing about 6000 
priming caps, upon a table at which 
three girl inspectors were standing. The 
caps exploded, causing about 95,000 capa 
upon other tables near by to explode 
with terrific force, 

The workman, Nelson Smith, and the 
three inspectors, Eva Potter, Myrtle 
Calve and Nora Saure, were injured by 
flying bits of metal. 

They were taken to St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital, where physicians said that Miss 
Potter’s left eye.is so seriously injured 
that she may lose the sight in it 

Miss Calve, who was less seriously cut 
upon the face and arms than the others. 
told of the accident, which is the first 
of a serious nature at the plant since 
FF. W. Olin, president of the company, 
‘announced about six months ago that 
some heavy orders had been accepted 
for munitions for the allies. 

Fifty-five girls are employed in the 
Anspection department, mostly in pack- 
ing the caps and wrapping packages, 
It was the duty of three girl inspectors 
to examine the caps as they are pre- 
sented to them in-_metal trays. . The 
slightest scratch upon one of the caps, 
which are of bronze and not much 
larger than pinheads, forces its rejec- 
tion. Each cap contains a tiny por- 
tion of fulminate of mercury, which 
explodes a cartridge when struck by 
the hammer of a rifle or revolver. 

Miss Calor said that Smith appar- 
ently set the tray down: too quickly 
and lost hold of one end, so that it 
struck the meta] table with a bump. 
She said the explosion came so quickly 
that she scarcely was certain just what 
did happen. 

There were more than a score of ta- 
bles close about, all covered with trays 
of caps. The explosion partly destroy- 
ed the tables, shattered many of the 
windows in the room and sent the 
small caps flying about like phot. The 
noise of the explosion was‘ heard in 
Alton, three miles away, and rattled 
widows within a quarter-mile radius. 

One of the caps was blown through 
the fleshy part of Smith’s right leg. 
None of the other workers was injured. 
Since work has been in progress upon 
the munition orders, the plant has been 
operated day and night. Officers of 
the company last night declined to es- 
timate the loss caused by the explosion. 

The company has advertised for 
women and girl factory workers. At 
present 1800 persons are working at the 
plant, several hundred of whom are 
women. The ‘women and girls are em- 
ployed chiefly in the packing of car- 
tridge cartons.

Last week’s cattle supply was very 
very light for this season of the year.

Early, however, prices advanced 
and there was a good, strong market, 
but around the close there was dullness 
to the trade and the market broke 
slightly, losing some of the early week’s 
advance; however, the close found. val- 
ves on all grades of strictly choice 
steers around lic to 2c higher, while 
the common ‘and medium grades, with 
a single exception of fat, heavy steers, 
were around lic to 2c higher; these 
heavy unconditioned kinds, however, 
held no betten than steady, with the 
close of the market the previous week. 
A new record was made this week when 
a load of Audrian County (Mo.) yearl- 
ing steers weighing around 1080 pounds 
sold at $10.35, this was the highest price 
of the year, while a load of jAheavy 
beeves topped the week at $10.10. There 
Rae @ good early clearance each ses- 
sion. 

Butcher cattle also displayed advances. 
All grades of strictly good heifers and 
good medium grades with some finish 
sold around lic to 25c better than a 
week ago, but the half-fat grades did 
not get very good action and after the 
late week’s break were no better than 
steady. Canners closed 25c to 3c higher 
and went at $3.9 to $4.10. Bulls also 
advanced around "5c to 25c for the week. 

Stockers Score Advances. 

Stockers and feeders displayed good 
advances for the seven-day period 
Strictly choice kinds sold 25c to 3c 
higher, while the medium to good 
grades sold around lic to 25c higher. 
There was a fairly satisfactory market 
in this division the entire week. 

Trade in vealers fluctuated last week. 
In the first session sellers paid We less 
for their supply, while Tuesday, the high 
day of the week, the top was $11.25, equal 
to the high of the previous week, but as 
the week wore on value declined, until 
the market reached a stage around Tic 
lower than the high point: Yearlings 
were in fair demand early, but suffered 
a bad break in the late market.’ 

Offerings of southern cattle were light 
and the supply mostly from southeastern 
sections, a8 only a few Texas and Okla- 
homa cattle were included. The mar- 
ket took a sharp move for the better. 
Ruyers ‘were out strong, and to close 
the week pricés on all classes of grown 
stuff were 40c to 50c higher, while year- 
lings displayed an advance of around 
35c and a little more in spots.

Hog Market Ig Lower. 

The hog market was on the toboggan 
the first five days of the week and the 
break was the worst in the history of 
the trade. All grades suffered, but the 
pigs and lights were hit the hardest. 
At the close of the previous week the 
top was $8.85, while on Friday of last 
week, which was the low day, it was 
down to $7.50, showing a loss of $1.35. 
Pigs and ilghts were as much as $2 
lower in places, 

Receipts were quite heavy at all ‘east- 
ern markets, and this was the cause for 
the slump here and at other western 
points. Shippers did very little business 
and this left the market to the city 
butchers and local packers and the pack- 
ers were very bearish all week. As much 
as 50c was taken off in a day. On Sat- 
urday there was a slight reaction, but 
no hogs sold higher than $7.6.

There has been a halt in the up- 
ward movement of the price of cot- 
ton. -When December reachej:-13 cents 
there followed a sharp reaction and 
u gradual recovery of most of the 
loss, then. another decline and, dur- 
ing last eek, prices seem to have 
found a level pivoting on 12%c for 
December in New. York. 

Wheneevr the market declines be- 
low this level buying advances it, 
and the advance is checked by. sell- 
ing in considerable volume. So far as 
futures are concerned it looks as if 
the market is in a technical position; 
such a position as to make the mar- 
ket ong of danger to the small spec- 
tlator,* who ig poorly provided with 
funds; such a position that is s- 
sible only to the future.market which 
has gotten out of line with spots. 

Whenever the future market hangs 
in the balance there is built up a 
large scattered interest, on one side 
of the market or the other; this scat- 
tered interest in its initial operations 
affects the market in the direction of 
jis opinion until its buying or selling 

ower, as the case may be, is ex- 

austed. Whether its opinion is core 

rect or incorrect, if this interest over- 
trades, sharp and painful reactions 
are bound to occur and the whole 
trade suffers in consequence. Such 
seems to be the situation now. 

Spot Markets Are Stcady. 
Spots have not declined in parity 
fith futures. Traders have formed 

the opinion that scalping operations 
“around 12%c are safe and profitable, 
and in all likelihood they will be 
until one side or the other over- 
trades. So far as the spot markets 
are concerned, prices hold steady and 
there is little or no inclination to 
make concessions to effect sales. 
Cotton is accumulating rapidly, but 
money is easy and bankers liberal 
and financing of the crop was prac- 
tically arranged before cotton began 
te move. The demand is not good and 
there is mt nti | approaching a 
deadlock between holders of cotton 
and mills. 

The advantage is with the holder of 
cotton, unless the mills wish to punish 
themselves, because the business of tex- 
tile manufacturers is steadily improving 
and they are gradually getting the price 
of goods to a parity with their raw ma- 
terial. The best business being done, 
according to dry goods reports, is by 
the duck manufacturers and others en- 
gaged in making heavyweight goods, and 
this will show in the increased consump- 
tion of cotton, even though the spindle- 
age isnot -increased. 

From the Census Bureau’s report, how- 
ever, it looks as if most mills in this 
country are running full time. If such 
is the case, in the long run it makes 
little difference, so far as supply is 
concerned, whether they run at the ex- 
pense of their mill stocks or by using 
current purchases. Exporting is rela- 
tively small, but double that of last 
season. The decline in the price of ster- 
ling exchange is disconcerting and likely 
to affect business, particularly as ship- 
pers had expected the market in foreign 
money to be steadied by the large loan 
made to the allied Powers, and have 
been making their’ sales of cotton on a 
basis of exchange materially higher than 
the present rate. 

Freight Rates Are High. 
Freight rates continue high; from New 

York to Liverpool, $1.25 per hundred is 
asked, and $1.20 from New Orleans: from 
New York to Havre the quotation is $2 


per hundred, and $140 from New Or-fEurope, 


leans, 

The demand for linters is such as to 
have carried the price above anything| 
ever previously recorded—in some cases 
as much as 10c being asked for mill run 
linters landed at Eastern points. This is 
likely to-affect the price of low cotton. 

Sales in the various spot markets have 
been only fairly large, but this is not 
remarkable after the wonderful advance. 
Any advance in prices is bound to check 
buying to some extent, but if conditions 
justify the advance no decline ts war- 
ranted after milis have adjusted the 
price of the finished goods to the price 
of raw cotton. If the advance in the 
price of cotton has been legitimate, 
prices will take care of themselves, and 
future prices may be reckoned from 
the present level] without regard to the 
advance we have already had. 

Unquestionably the supply of cotton 
is not burdensome under the present 
condition of the money market, and on 


course of prices during the next 60 days. 
A great deal of cotton has already been 
sold, and every bale so disposed of adds 
to the strength of the producer who 
sold it. 

According to the Department of Agri- 
culture the price paid to producers for- 
cotton on Oct. 1, 1915, was 11.2 cents 
per pound compared with 7.8 last year 
at the same time, $56 per bale against 
$39. In other words, every two bales of 
cotton sold this year will go further 
than three bales last year, when it 
comes to paying debts. 


Cotton Prices Are Up. 


The fact that cotton is selling at a 
high level as compared with last year 
is no argument against a further ad- 
vance. The only argument against it 
is to show that economic conditions are 
against it, and that has not yet been 
shown. Under existing conditions prices 
have been maintained at the present 
level in the spot markets for more than 
two weeks; it would seem that more un- 
favorable conditions must develop be- 
fore. lower prices would be logical. 

The weather has been for the -most 
part favorable of late, and some addi- 
tionai cotton must have been made, but 
the trade generally believes that any- 
thing approaching a normal top crop 
is out of the question now, and the 
favorable weather may be welcomed for 
the most part for the opportunity it 
has afforded for picking and hauling to 
the gins. , 

In the past few days heavy rains have 
fallen in Alabama and a, too 
heavy for open cotton, but the map yes- 
terday showed the whole cotton region 
clear and no more rain in p

cars. Weather both in the dom 
Northwest and Canada has been ideal 
for threshing and moving of the wheat 
crop, and farmers are their su 
plies to tharket in advance of tha co a 
weather’ which is now about due. 

Wet Weather a Factor. 

The movement has been all che more 
increaged by the recent wet weather 
delaying the harvest and threshing as 
receipts were abnormally low until two 
weeks ago, considering that the comes 
tic spring wheat crop was @ record- 
breaker and that the Canadian harvest 
romises a surplus for export of nearly 
200,000,000 bu, the largest ever raised 
in the Dominion. 

That the wheat is being taken readily 
by foreigners, however, was shown by 
recent shipments of Canadian wheat « 
bond through the United States. Last.

The Board of Education, for the 
school year ending June 30, 1915, 
spent $238,261.61 more than it ré- 
ceived, according to the annual report 
of the auditor. The total receipts 
for the year were $4,709,494.45 and 
the expenditures were $4,947,745.94. 
The excess was paid out of the bal- 
ance remaining in the board's funds 
at the end of the previous year. 

The income was derived as follows: 
From general taxes, $3,672,516.18; 
merchants and manufacturers’ li- 
censes, $467,356.20; State school fund, 
$306,879.72, and from all other sources 
$264,242.38, 


Of the payments $259,870.27 was for 
general administration; $3,036,269.77 
for salaries of supervisors, principals 
and teachers and for textbooks, sta- 
tionery and other schoolroom ex- 
penses; $442,306.04 for the operation 
and $351,736.93 for the maintenance 
of the various school plants; $721,- 
824.66 for new sites, new buildings, 
alterations, eta, and 108,789.61 for 
other objects. 


The expense of instruction is the 
largest single item in the cost of the 
schools, as shown in the following: 
Expense of instruction, 60.54 per cent; 
new buildings, fixed equipment, 13.75: 
operation of school plant, 8.94; school 
sites, .83; physical maintenance, 7.11; 
business administration, 2.98; other 
activities, 2.20; educationa) adminis- 
tration, 2.27; general expense, .88; 
board of education building, .65. 

During the year the Board expend-

REMARKABLE work fresh from the Oxford press at London, 

is a translation by William N. Porter of a Japanese book 

called “Tsure-cure Gusa,”’ or “Random Leaves From My 

Leisure,” which was written by Kenko, a priest who was born 

in Japan in 1281.

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“THE MAN WHO 


COULD NOT DIE” 


De ANTONIO CANTORE, Commander of the Alpini of 


the Italian army, was killed on July 20 in a reconnaissance near Cortina 

dAmpezzo. The men who served under him regarded Cantore as a demigod. 

For tm him.were combined the same recklessness of danger and the same 
gentleness of heart that made Stonewall Jackson and “Chinese” Gordon so loved 
and revered by their soldiers. The Italian newspapers have been filled tn the 
weeks since his death with personal reminiscences of Cantore, told by officers and 
privates who had served under him. From these narratives the following article 
is compiled. ye 

By Arthur Benington. 


HEY said he could not die. The men who fought under him in Tripoli, 


the men who stood beside him in the bloody capture of Ala, looked 
on Antonio Cantore with almost superstitious awe. For he ought to 
have been killed a hundred times. A hundred times he came back, 
“smiling quietly behind his spectacles, out of perils through which other 
men could net live. So the legend grew up among the Italian Alpini 
that their commander led a charmed life; they said he had the 
camicia della madonna and that bullets could not harm him. Death got him at 
last, but those boys of his—as he used to call his soldiers—will not believe it, even 
though they carved his tomb out of the rock and heaped the earth over his body. 
Gen. Cantore was not a bit like a hero, as one pictures heroes. One might have 
taken him for a schoolmaster, a clerk in the postoffice, a retired commercial 
traveler. He was not tall, nor was his bearing martial. His kind blue eyes looked 
miidiy through his round spectacles. His mouth laughed under his white mustache. 
He wore a black mackintosh and walked with his head a little on one side and 
his hands in his pockets. But he was not afraid. Neither was he foolhardy. He 
neither feared nor courted death; he merely ignored it. He had the sublime 
courage of the man who knows the danger so well that he will let no one else face 
it, but will brave it all alone. 
The veterans of the Tripoli campaign talked in this wise to the young recruits 
of the Alpini: se 
“Look at that old man, with his kind face and gentle soul. He is the father 
of the Alpini. He has seen them born and has brought-them up, all of them. They 
are his sons, his boys. With a word he has molded them according to his own 


heart of bronze; with a smile he has forged them a heart of steel. You don’t . 


know him? Then you were not in Libya! But go to him, say ‘Good morning, 
General!’ and tell him your name. Ten years from now he will remember the 
name. And some nigh® when you are on outpost duty and the hail of bullets is 
most furious, and the’ miaowling of the shells is maddest, when the air seems 
a-quiver with death, and the darkness is shot through with arrows and flashes, 
and the silence is shattered with bangs and explosions and roars, if your heart 
trembles a moment as you think of your little ones at home and the bells of the 
far-away village church ringing the Angelus, you will see the old man, the General, 
Antonio Cantore, rise suddenly before you, place him- 
self between you and ‘the enemy, shield you with his 
body. 

“For, you see, Antonio Cantore is everywhere and 
always ahead of everybody.. When you leap first into 
an enemy’s trench, eyes aflame, hands clawing, bayonet 
between your teeth, look ahead from the trench in which 
you are battling, and between it and the second line of 
trenches from which the enemy is still bombarding you 
with rapid-fire guns you will see a kind old man, his 
eyes twinkling behind his spectacles, his mouth smiling 
under its white mustache, his hands in his pockets, 
his head slightly bent and inclined to one side. It will 
be Antonio Cantore. 

“For that old-man, you see, is always everywhere 
and ahead of everybody. And he cannot die. We have 
seen him return unscathed from places where hundreds 
and hundreds have been killed. We have seen him march 
without flinching right up to the cannon and the mitrail- 
leuse. Shells and bullets fall before him; they are 
afraid of his smile!” 

Thus the legend grew-and spread from the Adige to 
Leno, from the Altissimo to Coni Zugna, from Pasubio 
to the Col Santo, wherever the Alpini were engaged. 

And every hardy mountaineer who was called to the 
colors cheered his loved ones on parting with the words:. 
“Never fear! I am going to join Antonio Cantore’s 
brigade.” 

One night on the slope of Monte Campo, Gen. Cantore 
was on reconnoitering patrol. For he was his own scout. 
Most commanders ask for two or three volunteers for a 


‘ pight reconnaissance. This General, instead, would say: 


“Are there two men who would like to come with me 
tonight and inspect the enemy’s barbed wire entangle- 
ments?” And ali the men would want to go. He would 
pick out two, saying to the others: “No, no, boys; I need 
only two of you. Thank you, just the same. Your 
time will come.” To be chosen ones it was like a pro- 
motion or receiving a medal of honor. : 

And so, one night he was out scouting with only his sergeant as company. 
“His” sergeant was Sergt. Cillario, a veteran of Libya, who had stayed in the army 
just to be with Antonio Cantore, whom he called “my” General. They had cltmped 


‘@ difficult mule-path towards the Austrian trenches, the General leading, the 


sergeant following in silence. 

At last the General told the Sergeant to stop, and he went on-alone. When ke 
would not permit a man to risk his life,*that man did as he was told. Only on 
such occasions did Gen. Cantore make his rank felt. He no longer said: “Let us 


go, my boy,” but “Sergeant, stay there.” His boys were not saints, but they obeyed. | 


They had to, for otherwise he—raised his voice and smiled no more!

So that night, as on many others, he went on alone. And when his hands

s did not disconcert him. He went on with his hands in his pockets, his head 
one side, stooping to examine through his spectacles the entanglements by the

light of the flashes from the enemy's guns. He was 10 yards from the Austrian 


trench, a single dark shadow advancing like fate 
* through the volleys, an invulnerable shadow seeking 
_ @ut the interstices of the barbed wire entanglements 
te find spaces through which men might pass, scrutiniz- 
ting them with the calm interest of a botanist examining 
@ garden. 

A Tyrolean kaiserjaeger, who had been taking care- 
ful aim at him, saw the insignia of his rank. 

“My God, a General!” he exclaimed, and let his 
rifle fall. 7 

When the town of Ala was carried by assault, last: 
June, he was the first to enter it. He went through the 
hafl of bullets with the same calmness as he would 
have gone through a rainstorm, and as unscathed. 

When the Austrians fled a group of about 150 took 
refuge in the Cafe 25 Maggio in the piazza then called 
Moses, and in the Villa Brazil, almost opposite, deter- 
mined to resist to the last in order to cover the retreat. 
Gen. Cantore said to the Lieutenant in command of 
the nearest platoon, “Come on.” They went to the door 
of the cafe. “Make them open,” he said, “but leave your 
pistol. They won’t fire.” But they did, sending a 
shower of bullets from the windows. Neither of the 
Italians was hit. 

“They won’t open,” said the Lieutenant. 

“I'll make them,” said Cantore. He approached 
the door, armed only with his riding whip. Another 

. volley greeted him and shots from the windows of the 
Villa Brazil. He was unwounded, but he lost his calm 
as he cried: 

“Charge, boys, charge! Burst the place open and 
take them all prisoners!” . 

The fight lasted a quarter of an hour. The walls, 
windows and door of the cafe were shot full of holes; 
the Villa Brazil was turned into a ruin. The few Aus- 
trians left alive were made prisoners. 

' That street is now the Piazza Antonio Cantore. 

When the fight was over Gen. Cantore and a few 
other officers sat down to dine in the Albergo di Ala. 

There were three girls from Roverto who had taken 
refuge there. They were so pretty that they were called the “three graces.” They 
waited on the™ Gen. Cantore chatted with them, joking one especially, 
whose name was Pina, calling her affectionately by pet names—Pinotta, Pinella, 
Pinina, Pignotta, Pignina—laughing like a big boy. When he rose from dinner he 
took her chin in his hand and said: 

“Poor little Pina, far away from thy home! But we shall soon be at Roverto, 
and thou wilt come to Roverto right after us. Then thou wilt be happy again, eh?” 
But Antonio Cantore was never to see Roverto. A man cannot snub Death 
indefinitely. Death had to get even with Cantore, or remain forever discredited. 
One day he hed his revenge. * ;

ERE is something for the man living 
anywhere in the decade after his mid- 
dle thirties—the American man, of 
eourse—to take home with him some 
. ¢vening and think over: 
q Why is it that the percentage of mor- 
tality of people in the United States 
between the ages of 35 and 45 is steadily increasing, 
while the ratio of deaths to population of those under 
&5 is sted@@ily diminishing? 
Can it be that the American people is losing its stam- 
ina, its much-boasted “punch” and staying powers? 
Is it true that we are growing ‘weaker and wiser’? 
Does the fact that modern science enables us to save 
many puny babies, that formerly could not survive, 
mean that we are injecting into the race a serious ele- 


ment of weakness? 
Or does it simply mean that the average American 


man, in his consuming passion of business, refuses to 
take time to put his physical house in order? 

Whatever the coiiclusions may be, it is inescapable 
that certain experts are in despair over what is happen- 
ing to men and women for the 10 years after 35. It 
may be that these worthy gentlemen 
are needlessly alarming themselves, 
but it cahnot be denied that they have 
managed to work up no small amount 
of consternation, first and last. 

Some of them have gone so far as 
to form an organization known as 
“The Life Exension Institute,” and 
many of the leading insurance compa- 
nies are supporting it. The prime 
purpose of the institute is to get at the 
statistics and to try to persuade men 
and women to realize the importance 
of preparing for the crisis in life when 
a decreasing mortality leaves off and 
an increasing one begins. The fig- 
ures are startling. | 

They have discovered right here in 
St. Louis that, based on the 1000 of 
population, there were 30 per cent 
more deaths from degenerative dis- 
eases of the heart, arteries, kidneys, 
etc., in the decade covered by the last 
United States census than there were 
in the three previous decades. 

The increase in Chicago for fhe same period was 45 
per cent. It was 37 per cent in Cleveland, 43 per cent 
in Cincinnati, 30 per cent in Milwaukee, 24 per cent in 
New Orleans, and, in Pittsburg it reached the aston- 
ishing figure of 53 per cent. 

A glance at the mortality tables for St. Louis in the 
last United States census shows that it is precisely this 
class of diseases that is responsible for a devastating 
death rate among persons who ought to be on the 
threshold of lHife’s most vigorous and productive season 
—from 35 to 45 years. 

One study was made of the causes of 2500 .deaths in 
this city of men and women at this period of life. Of 
these tuberculosis accounted for 537; pneumonia and 
bronchu-pneumonia for 200; Bright's disease for 270; 
heart disease for 191; cancer for 191; cirrhosis of the 
liver for 78; apoplexy for 55. and Povcres go diseases 


for 26. 
Now, tuberculosis and 
pneumonia are the 
cursés from which we 
suffer most in our cli- 
mate. One would nat- 
urally expect them to”

much interesting conjecture as to why a greater per- 
centage of men at, say 40, dies in St. Louis than in Man- 
chester, England. 

. Another surprising thing about it is that on the whole 
the American death percentages have been constantly 
diminishing. The great saving has been of infants. We 
no longer hear much of the dreaded “second summer” 
for baby. Our men of science have found a way to inter- 
cept the appalling procession of little white coffins that 
formerly marched incessantly to the cemeteries.. We 
are saving babies today that would not have had the 
remotest chance 20 years ago, and this accounts largely 
for our aggregate diminishing death rate. 

Not a few thinkers have been bold enough to say that 
our diminished baby death rate explains our increased 
death rate for middle life. Science, they argue, takes 
a child without the essentials of robust vitality, patches 
up his weakened tissues and keeps him going, the in- 
herent weaknesses hidden until he reaches the age when 


an 


youth no longer renews itself. Then the defect bcomes 
apparent. The patchwork can no more be mended. 

This view of it, however, ts seriously challenged. 
One of its assailants is Elmer E. Rittenhouse, president 
of the Life Extension Institute. In a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch discussing this very subject, he says: 

‘The statistics show that the wear and tear of modern 
life on the vital organs is increasing or that the organs 
are weakening in resisting power. to life and strain. 


' “We cannot claim that this increase is due to saving 
infant lives and those of children and youth from the 
germ diseases, for the great reduction in the death iate 
from these causes has occurred within the past 25 years, 
since the discovery of the cause and the means of pre- 
venting some of these diseases; therefore these children 
are not yet old enough to reach middle life and old age, 
where the Geath rate has increased so rapidly during 
the last 30 years. Moreover, ‘the death rate from the 
germ diseases, such as 
tuberculosis, typhoid, 
‘diphtheria, etc., has de- 
clined at even a great- 
er rate in kindred na- 
tions in Europe than it 
has here, and at the 
same time the degener- 
- ative diseases above re- 
ferred .to have stood 
still or actually declined 
as a cause of death in 
those countries. 

“It is clear that the 
cause of the increase in 
degenerative diseases in 
our country is local and 
apparently due to our 
Yailure to adjust ‘our 
lives to the extraordi- 
nary changes that have . 
occurred in recent Science, 
years as a result of the 
increase in wealth, and . 
of the extraordinary —

“The life waste in war,” he adds, “enormous as it is, 
is almost trifling compared to the life waste in peace 
from ignorance and mote of ordinary preventive meas- 
ures.’ 

Rittenhouse and others agree that the problem is a 
serioug one, not because the solution is hard to find 
but because it is hard to get the average American to 
realize there is a problem in the first place. The rem- 
edy is obvious: Care in what one eats and drinks, 
plenty of fresh air to breathe and regular, reasonable 
exercise. What the American man needs, these men 
think, is to have somebody come along and forbid him 
to take his exercise vicariously. He should be chased 
out of the grand stand once in a while and be required 
to play ball himself. 

: “The American people,” says Rit- 
tenhouse, “are especially in need of 
being taught how to eat correctly 
and to get the habit of taking natu- 
ral exercise. _ 

“Athletics are popular. The peo- 
ple, and especially the young, love 
to applaud those who engage in 
athletic sports. But. the number of 
Bchool children and of adults in 
sedentary occupations who actually 
take natural exercise or who practice 
setting-up or physique-building ex- 
ercises is very small " our vast 
population. 

“In a sense we are a strenuous 
people, and yet the most of us are 
constantly in search of physical 
ease. We have almost forgotten how 
to walk. The extraordinary increase

“If the American people are to properly prepare for 
national defense they must give consideration to the 
great national problem of individual hygiene, which 
means the rational care of the body and its organs. 

“Our people should know how to guard and protect’ 
their vitality as well as their liberty. 

“The march of progress has become a stampede. Ay 
physically weak nation has a good chance to be 
trampled under foot. The fact that the productive 
working period of life is 
apparently shortening is 
really the most impor- 
tant phase of the decline 
in the defensive power of 
thé nation.

HEN Dick Whalley reported late the 


third morning in one week, and had,.the docks.

“I have to care. The job is responsible, ” said Spitzer. 

“Yes, and you know why it’s responsible,” said Whal- 
‘ley, with a sudden vengeful glare in his eyes. . 

The two men faced each other across Spitzer’s desk 
—one 50, gray, cunning and assured; the other young, 
dissolute and reckless. 

“You're done, Whalley. That’s all,” repeated the older 
man coolly. 

Whalley looked at his superior long enough to see 
that no bluffing was being done. Then he leaned over 
the desk and shook his fist at the superintendent. 

“I’m done, eh?” he shouted. “Well, there'll be some

“They let me out for nothing,” Whalley persisted, 
“and I’m out to get even. Those sugar men have been 
‘stealing you blind for years over there. They are beat- 
ing you on the scales every day, on every sack of sugar 
that goes over them. They’ve robbed the Government 
out of millions of dollars in duties by short weighing. 
Every checker that works on the docks monkeys with 
the scales under orders from the company. I’ve been 
doing it myself for years, and I came here to show 
you now.” 

He reached into an inner pocket and drew out a steel 
band, like a corset stay, some 15 inches long. He waved 
it before the treasury agent’s eyes. 

“See this?” he demanded, gesticulating. “Well, you 
shove this down into the stanchion and press on the 
mechanism of the scales. It presses hard enough 0 
that the scale weighs short about 15 pounds on the 
sack of sugar. Get it? The company slips in 15 
pounds duty free. That saves % cents a sack. On a 
boatload that’s a lot of money.” 

The treasury agent was out of his chair at the last 
words.

Whalley told him that at first the checkers had al- . 


lowed the Government weighers to balance their scales 
every morning, and as soon as the scaler’s back was 
turned the sugar company’s man rolled the balancing 
ball back, so that the scales weighed short. This scheme 
had not always worked, so some of the checkers had 
devised a way to hang a weight on the intermediate 
beam, accomplishing the same result. But Whalley 
said this had been too obvious, and a better scheme 
was sought. 

Then came the invention of the spring check. On 
eue pretext or another, Whalley had said, a hole was 
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bored into the side of the stanchion of every scale on 
The checker sat near this hole; the Federal 
scaler at the other end. It Was-no trouble at all, when 
the scaler was busy making a weight, to slip this spring 
into place, through the hole and against the mechanism. 
It could be removed and slipped up a sleeve or into a 
pocket in a twinkling. 

Parr considered that the scales on the docks were 
able to accommodate 80 to 700 hand-truck loads of sugar 
per fhinute. Each load consisted of two or three sacks 
\of raw.sugar. The loss on each 300-pound sack was 
about 14 pounds, or seven cents. That made from 14 
to 21 cents per truck. The rate 
was 100 a minute. It had beea 
going on for 10 years! 

Spitzer, the veteran dock super- 
intendent of the American Sugar 
Refining Co., considered that he 
knew men. Consequently he had 
taken Whalley’s threats lightly. 
The boy was irresponsible, drunk 
and weak. He would be back in 
a few days, sober and begging 
for his job. 

So Spitzer was a very shocked 
man when, a few . weeks later, 
there was 2 wild hubbub on the 
pier and two treasury agents came 
toward his office with a small 
crowd of checkers before them, 
menacing their prisoners and fol- 
lowed by a crowd. Spitzer ran 
out in agitation, and just then 
his eye caught the triumphant 
face of Whalley in the center of 
the group. He stood rooted for a 
moment. Then wild anger shook 
him. He ran down the pier and 
menaced Whalley. The ex-checker 
smiled. He was sober and there 
was an almost angele look on his 
ace. 

“What’s al? this about?” 
manded Spitzer. * 

“Oh, we just got a few of the boys heating the scales,” 
said Whalley. “Thought you'd like to can them for it.” 

As a result of that mornirig’s raid Spitzer was ar- 
rested for attempting to bribe Parr to drop the case. 
He was tried hastily in Brooklyn. At the trial Brizinski, 
a Government employe, appeared strangely forgetful of 
what had happened in Spitzer’s office the morning of the 
raid. As a result Spitzer was not convicted, but Brzin- 
ski was immediately dismissed.from the Federal service. 
It looked as though the Government had hit a snag.

T was then that the Department of Justice was called 
into the case and that I had my first contact with 

it. The arrest of the sugar checkers had cailsed a 
sensation. The newspapers were full of the scandal 
and a cry went up from every rart of the country for

The feeling was general that such frauds had not 
been devised by the checkers. What had they to gain 
if the company evaded the duties? The profit could 
come only to the company, hence, logically, only the 
company could have invented and perfected the scheme 
of fraud. ieee 

I went out on the case in charge of a large force of 
men, all of them aware that they were “up against” a 
doubtful proposition. The guilty ones not already caugli:t 
were all forewarned. The refining company was mov: 
ing heaven and earth to stop the scandal where it was. 
To get information worthy for 
presentation to a court was, under 
such circumstances, a labor for 
Hercules. | 

We. moved cautiously for 
months. Then we discovered one 
important fact. At the upper 
end of the sugar dock in Brook- 
.lyn, a considerable distance from 
the Government scales, was a 
series of balances in charge of 
the city weigher of Brooklyn. 
All this sugar, once weighed by 
the Government in the presence 
of the company’s checkers, was 
reweighed on these scales and a 
record kept of the weights. This 
had always passed as a piece of 
corporate over-carefulness. Now 
it assumed a new significance. 


We got the records for the 
Brooklyn sugar docks covering a 
period of 10 years. The same 
day we bore down on the docks 
and tested the city scales in com- 
parison with. those of the Gov- 
ernment. It was found that they 
invariably agreed within the frac- 
‘ion of a pound to a ton. It was 
ipparent that any discrepancy be-. 
tween the city records and those 
of the Government would repre- 
sent the total fraud. 

Here we had a most important link in the chain we 
were trying to forge. I may as well anticipate by say- 
ing that it was the comparison of these two. sets of 
records which legally established the average fraud at 
14 pounds per bag and gave us a total figure of between 
$9,000,000 and $10,000,000 stolen from the Government 
‘in 10 years. 

But to establish-this fact did not accomplish the con- 
viction of the men higher up. In some six months we 
took the names of about 500 employes and officials of 
the American Sugar Refining Co. We traced the his- 
tory, friends, relatives, habits and foibles of each of 
these men, All this information was written into a 
great book, called the “Sugar Bible.” By distilling and 
redistilling all this voluminous information we finally 
got a precipitation of real evidence, and on this we went 
to court. 

Spitzer was rearrested, this time for complicity in the 
frauds. He was convicted and sentenced to a term of 
two years at Atlanta, Half a dozen checkers were sent 
to Blackwell’s Island for brief terms. 

Then followed the awaited sensation. Charles R. 
Heicke and Ernest W. Gerbracht, high officials of the 
company, were arrested for complicity in the frauds and 
‘ brought to trial. While we had no doubt of the guilt 
of these men, the sugar company had considerably 
weakened the case against them by obstructing us at 
every turn. As a final bit of defense they got Brzinski 
to go before the grand jury and testify for the company. 
Poor Brzinski! He was sent to Atlanta under sentence 
of perjury for his pains. 

Still the case against these two officials remained 
weak. Specific testimony had to be got somewhere. We 
turned to Spitzer, doing time in Atlanta. He was ob- 
durate. The company had promised him aid and a 
great reward for loyalty, and he wa¢ waiting for tflat

The most of our machines vary 
from the $1500 touring car to

esting. They are our dissipa- 

tion, our amusement and the 
focus of our town pride. The 

Checker Club disbanded last 

winter because the members 
got to quarreling over self- 
starters, and I understand that 
in the Women’s Missionary So- 
cieties and the afternoon clubs the 
comparative riding qualities of the 
various tomneaus about the city have 
about driven out teething and styles 
as a subject of débate. 
For a while during the Wilson Campaign 
it looked as if politics was going to get a foot- 
hold in the town, but some enthusiast organized a 
flying squadron of automobiles to propagate Democratie 
gospel, and then it was all off. Everybody rushed into 
the squadron, and the trips around the district became 
reliability runs, with a lone orator addressing the free- 
born citizens upon the tariff at each stop, and said 
freeborn citizens discussing magnetos, springs and 
tires with great earnestness and vehemence during the 
speech. 

Business always suspends for half a day whenever a 
new automobile comes to town. There may be a dozen 
of the‘ same make already, but that doesn’t make any 
difference. We are experts, trained to notice the finer 
shades of perfection, and until we have seen each new 
machine put up the clay hill four miles south of town 
and have ridden in it over the Q. B. & C. crossing and 
the other places which show up bad springs, we can’t 
fix -our minds on our work. 

Time was when a new baby could come into Home 
burg and hold the attention of the town for a week. 
Now a baby is lucky if its birth notice isn’t crowded 
out of the Democrat to make room for the Hst of new 

As for those of us who haven’t automobiles, life is 
pleasant and without responsibilities. We ride in every 
new automobile, and, what is more, we go over it as 
carefully as a farmer does a new horse. We open its 
hood and pry into its internal economy. We crank ft 
to test its compression—half the Homeburg men who 
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have achieved broken wrists by the crank route haven't 


autos at all. We denounce the owner’s judgment on ofls 
and take his machine violently away from him in order 
to prove that it will pull better uphill with the spark 
retarded. At night, during the summer, we hurry 
through supper and then go out on the front porch to 
wait for a chance to act as ballast. 

No automobile owner in the dirt roads belt will g0 
out without a full tonneau if he can help it—makes rid- 
ing easier—and this means permanent employment dur- 
ing the evenings for about 300 friends all summer long. 
In fact the demand for ballast is often greater than 
the supply.

the latter class has begun to feel itself abused and has 
been grumbling a little, but we overlook it. No appeal 
to prejudice and jealousy can move us. 

Of course, I don’t think that an automobile owner 
should be expected to leave his wife at home in order 
to accommodate his neighbors, and there may be some 
just complaint when an owner is called up late at night 
and asked to haul friends home from a party to which 
he hasn't been invited. But on the whole the automo- 
bile owners are very well treated. Suppose we specta- 
tors should band together and refuse to ride in the 
things or talk about them! The market would be glutted 
with secondhand cars in a month. 

We have no trouble with the speed limit in Homeburg 
either. This may be due partly to our good sense, but 
it is mostly due to our peculiar crossings. Homeburg 
is paved with rich black dirt, and in order to keep the 
populace out of the bosom of the soil in the muddy 
season, the brick crossings are built high and 


into a racer by the simple process of taking off the 
muffler and increasing the noise to 100 miles per hour. 
Andy declares that there has been no rain to the north- 
west and that he has done 60 miles already this morn- 
ing, but can’t get his carbureter to working properly. 
By this time several owners and a dozen critics have 
assembied, and the morning debate on gasoline versus 
motor spirit takes place.

This 
is only 20 miles, but owing to the juicy and elusive con- 
dition of the roads, his rear wheels have traveled up- 
ward of 2000 miles in negotiating the distance and he 
has worn out two rear casings. ; 
Right here I wish to state that Homeburg roads are 
not always muddy. We «verage three months of beauti- 
ful, smooth, resilient and joltiess roads each year The 
remaining nine months, however, I mention with pain.

The machine 
owners stop each day for.lubricating oi] and news and 
conversation; the nonowners stroll over to inspect the 
visiting cars and give advice when necessary; and the 
loafers have abandoned the implement store, Emerson’s 
restaurant and the back of McMuggins’ drug store in 
favor of the garage, because they find about seven times 
as much there to talk about. The city garage can’t 
compare with ours for adventure and news. I have 
spent a few hours in your most prominent car nurseries 
and I haven’t heard anything but profanity on the part 
of the owners and Broad- 
way talk among the chauf- 
feurs. 

In the country it’s dif- 
ferent. Take a busy day at 
Gayley’s, for instance. It 
usually opens about 3 a. m., 
when Gayley crawls out of 
bed in response to a cataract 
of woe over the telephone 
and goes out nine miles 
hither or yon to haul in 
some foundered brother. 
Gayley has a soft heart and 
is always going out over the 
country at night to reason 
with some erring engine; 
but since last April first, 
when he traveled six miles 
at 2 a. m. in response to a 
call and found a toy auto- 
mobile lying bottom side up 
in the road, he has become 
suspicious and embittered, 
and has raised his prices. 

At 6 a. m. Worley Gates, 
who farms eight miles 
south, comes in to catch an 
early train and delivers the 
first bulletin. The roads to 
the south are drying fast, 
but he went down the clay 
hills sidewise and had to go 
through the bottom on low. 
At 7, Wimble Horn and Col. 
Ackley and. Sim Bone drop in while waiting for break- 
fast. Bone thigks he'll drive to Millford, but doesn’t 
think he can get in an hour’s business and get back 
by noon. ” 

This starts the first debate of the day, Col. Ackley 
contending that he has done the distance easily in an 
hour-ten, and Sim being frankly incredulous. Experts 
decide that it can be done with good roads. Colonel 
says he can do it in mud and can take the hills on 


high; says he never goes into low for anything. Bill 


Elwin, one of our gasless experts, reminds him of the 
time he couldn’t get up Foster’s Hill on second and was 
passed by three automobiles and 14 road roaches. This 
is a distinct breach of etiquette on Bill’s part, for he 
was riding with the Colonel at the time and should have 
upheld him. The discussion is just getting good when 
Atkley‘s wife calls him home to breakfast over the phone, 
and the first tourist of the day comés in. 

He has come from the West and has had heavy 
weather.. He asks about the roads east. Gibb Ogle, 
our leading pessimist, hastens to inform him that very 
likely the roads are impassable, because the Highway 
Commissioners have been improving them. Out our 
way road improvement consists of tearing the roads out 
with a scraper and heaping them up in the middle. It 
takes a road almost a year to recover from a good, 
thorough case of improvement.

Illinois boosters say our beautiful rich, black soil aver- 
ages 10 feet in depth, but I think this understates the 
case. At least our beautiful black dirt roads seem to be 
deeper than that in the spring.

Pelty has the hood’‘of Chet’s machine open, too, and 
is right there with the retort courteous. “Is this an 
engine or a steam heater?” he asks.

“Oh, yes,” says Pelty, “I never have to go into low

Shortly after this they are parted by anxious friends, 
and the show is over. I’ve known Homeburg men to 
give up a trip to Chicago because Chet and Pelty began 
to trade their autos just before train time. 

In New York an auto means comfort and pleasure 
and advertisement, like a fur-lined overcoat with a 
Persian lamb colar. But in Homeburg it means-a lot 
more. It keeps us busy and happy and full of conversa- 
tion and debate. It pulls our old, retired farmers out 
of their shells and makes them yell for improvements. 
It unbuckles our tightwads and gives our ingenious 
young loafers something to do. It\ promotes town pride, 
and it keeps our money circulating so fast that every 
one has a chance to grasp a chunk as it goes by. 

It has made us so independent of railroads that we 
feel now when buying a ticket to Chicago as if we were 
helping the .oor old line out. Our creamery has been 
collecting milk and shipping butter in an old roadster 
with a wagon bed thorax for 
a year. Two of our rural 
route mail carriers use 
small machines, except in 
wet weather, and good-roads 
societies in our vicinity are 
the latest fad. We raised 
$1500 last spring to bring 
the Cannon Ball Trail from 
Chicago to Kansas City 
through our town, and our 
hotelkeeper contributed $100 
of it. He says we'll be on 
the gas line tourist route 
to the coast after the trail 
has been marked and 
drained and gradeg up well. 

But mostly the automo- 
bile means freedom to us. 
We're no longer citizens of 
Homeburg. but of the con- 
gressional district. We're 
neighbors to towns we 
hadn’t heard -of 10 years 
ago, and the horizon nowa- 
days for most of us is 
located at the end of a 10- 
gallon tank of gasoline. 
Why, in the old days, you 
had to go 50 miles east and 
double back to get into the 
north part of our county, 
and more of us had crossed 
the ocean than had been to 
Palishury in the north tier 
of townships. Now our commercial clubs meet together 
alternate months, and about 17 babies in our town 
have preud grandparents up there.. 

That's part of what the automobile means to us. Jim. 
Can you blame me for being so interested in a new 
one? Maybe it will have some-contrivance for scaring 
cows out of a narrow road.

For Perseverance 


Fabre, “the Insects’ Homer,” dying at 92, worked and 
struggled until he was 80 before becoming famous. 
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He revealed the marvels of the world of 
spiders, wasps, beetles and other tiny 
creatures, but was ignored and neg- 
lected until 1910, when his poverty be- 
came known and his friends gave him 
a “jubilee,” which crowned his life- 
work with renown and fortune $s 


IGHTY years of obscurity—then Fame. 
Kighty-seven years of poverty—then Fortune. 
More than the allotted period of human life 
ignored, misundérstood, catumniateg — then 

venerated. : 

Such in rough ontiine is the life stary- of 
one of the world’s great men, Henri Fabre, 
who died the other day in a little village of Southern France. 
Almost unheard of by the outside world in 1910—-not even 
mentioned in the latest edition of the most pretentious 
of encyclopedias—he was so well known in 1915 that the 
news of his death interrupted the flow of war dispatches 
from Europe and was heralded by important headlines in 

the press of the remotest antipodes. : 

Henri Fabre, teacher, writer, hermit, “poet of science,” 
contemporary and co-laborer of Darwin and Pasteur, in his 
own Gays spanned the mighty gulf between the scientific 
gropings of a century ago and the scientific enlightenment 
of today. He chose to labor in one of the humblest: de- 
partments of science, entomology, and he has seen it become 
one of the most exalted. 


Henri Fabre suceeded in revealing realms of untold won- ~ 


ders—-in the jnsect world—peopled by beings of such mar- 
velous variety, with such dramatic and often terrible annals 
as no Marco Polo, Columbus, Vespucci, Peary or Amundsen 
Was ever able to discover. - 

Darwin once called him “the inimitable observer.” He 
possessed the capacity for taking infinite pains that a great 
writer @s said was genius. But he possessed more than 
this. He possessed the power of fancy and imagination. 
When he wrote about the mason-bee or the praying mantis 
or the paralyzing spider he was not merely writing of in- 
pects. He was vitally, graphically telling about a being of 
unparalleled industry and personality, or of a hypocritical 
monster so horribly cruel that no demon of mythology com- 
pares with it, or of a creature with a hypodermic syringe 
and anesthetic, which knows where to find unerringly the 
ganglia in its victim’s bodies and deal its numbing stroke. 

Henri Fabre was born in a Provencal village in 1823. He 
was the gon of illiterate peasants and his ancestors, so far 
as he could trace them, were also peasants, none of whom 
could read or write and most of whom believed that, for one 
in their station, learning would be a snare of the Evil 
One. His father did scale to the dizzy eminence of a cafe 
keeper in a cross-roads hamlet, but was not successful at 
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Fabre at the famous table on which he wrote his text books: 
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Henri Fabre sip ci insects under a globe of wire screen. 
that.- It was utterly bevond his intellectual attainments. 


Henri’s early childhood was passed at the home of his 
grandparents, the rude abode of shepherds, and _ his play- 
ground was-a manure-fouled back yard. His first vivid 
recollection was of an occasion when, after he had driven a 
flock of ducks to a pond from which he returned with his 
pockets bulging with queer rocks and a beetle, sealed in a 
snail shell, he was bitterly rebuked fer the state of his cloth- 
ing, condemned as a numbskull and ic a to throw his 
new-found treasures away. 

One day his father came to see him and prought him a 
wonderful book. It contained the alphabet, with animals 
after the letters, an ass standing for A, an ox. (boeuf) for B’ 
a duck (canard) for C, and so on. Right there a passion 
for learning seized him—a passion he was not to forego for 
the rest of the 92 years of his life. 

In the course of time he was enrolled in a wretched school 
where he studied his spelling book and learned the multipli- 
cation table. He early decided that the study of mathe- 
matics would be advantageous to him, although it was 
repugnant to his tastes. So he set himself to study, reso- 
lutely keeping his mind off of nature and her wonderful 
plant and animal population. He even hid his scientific 
books so he might not be tempted. Finally he passed an 
examination for a pachelor’s degree and then one for the 
higher honor of licentiate. His friends advised him to go 
on and study for a fellowship, but he decided that would be 
a waste of time he might be devoting to his nature studfes. 
It was a decision that brought him much temporary regret 
and humiliation in later life. 

In 1842 he was enrolled as a teacher at the college at 
Carpentras at $140 a year, scarcely enough to give him the 
“chick peas and a little wine,” on which he subsisted. Teach- 
ing. was odious to him, but he kept on until finally he was 
promoted to an instructorship at the college at Ajaccio in 
Corsica. 

While at Ajaccio he became acquainted with Moguin- 
Tandon, a noted naturalist, and his intercourse with him 
strongly influenced the bent of Fabre’s studies.. In 1855 he 
published his first work, a history of the giant-wasp, a work 
which delighted-all who read it but which was doomed to 
fall soon into obscurity. 

From. Corsica he went to a higher ‘position in the Uni- 
versity of Avignon, although his salary was only $320 a 
year. He had married in the meantime and had accu- 
mulated a family of seven, which was scarcely able to sub- 
sist upon his meager income. Here he spent twé ‘years 
studying a few varieties of local fungi-and began to acquire 
a reputation as a scientist. 

Pasteur heard of him in 1865 and learning that he was 
the only man at the university with a knowledge of ento- 
mology, sought him out to get his help in a silk-worm plague 

under investigation. Pasteur was haughty and Fabre took 
an instant dislike to him. When Pasteur asked permission 
to visit his wine cellar, Fabre took the illustrious scientist 
into his kitchen, pointed to a two-gallon demijohn on a chair 
with a broken seat and told him that was all the wine cellar 
he owned. The upshot of it was that Fabre refused to do 
the work, although a man with his reputation yet to be made 
might: have been expected to jump at the chance. 

Victor Duruy, Minister of Public Instruction, learned of 
Fabre’s work and after investigating it caused Fabre to be

mained but a few minutes of play. Chicago was danger-

-quarterback called for a punt. A badly timed kick sent 
the ball back into the hands of Clark, a Michigan half- 
back, who was behind the goal posts. 

Clark needed only to place. the ball on the ground to 
score a touchdown, or. 2 points for his team. But by 
some quirk of his overwrought mind, the halfback, who, 
of course, in a less tense moment would have under- 
stood perfectly the play expected of him, hugged the 
ball and started with it for the field from behind his own 
goal line! He was tackled by a Chicago player before 


and turned proudly toward The fullback, instead of completing the pass, ran with the ball and 


the stands to receive the 
plaudits of the multitude. 
Then he all but collapsed. 

His own team mate had tackled him. He had run 
in the wrong direction, had crossed the wrong goal line 
and had scoéred two points for the enemy! 

The runner was guilty of what has come to be known 
in the parlance of sports as a “bonehead” play. In this 
instance, he did not bring disaster upon his team, for 
it already had been beaten, but the history of sport, and 
especially of football and baseball, is filled with notable 
instances of*the loss of a game, of college championships 
and even of a world’s title by reason of some indi- 
vidual player’s forgetfulness, error in judgment or mo- 
mentary panic at the critical stage of the big contest. 

None can feel the humiliation of it so keenly as the 
player himself, but the damage has been done in a twink- 
ling, and no matter ‘how great a hero of former con- 
tests, the unfortunate player has to bear the opprobrium 
of hearing “Bonehead” burst from thousands of throats 
and is fortunate if he is not referred to as “Bonehead” 
fo- the remainder of his athletic career. _ 


Followers of baseball from Maine to California are 
fu.miliar with a “bonehead” play that cost New York 
the championship of the National League in 1908, when 
that team played the deciding game with the Chicago 
Cubs. 

With the score 1 to 1 in the ninth inning and two men 
out, Merkle, first baseman of the Giants, was on first 
base and another runner was on third. Bridwell, the 
New York shortstop, knocked a clean hit over second 
base into centér field. The runner on third crossed the 
plate, but Merkle, instead of running toward second, 
started for the clubhouse, in the belief that the winning 
run had been scored. But th@ Chicago centerfielder 
relayed the ball to Evers, second baseman of the Cubs, 
+ io touched second, and Merkle was declared to have 


been forced out for failing to touch second and com- 


pleting the play. The same was declared to have re- 
sulted in a tie end New York subsequently lost the pen- 
nant. .

This was a “bonehead” play because it brought dis- 
aster. How identically the same play was “pulled” 
with a vastly different result, is still related whenever 
football players and fans in the Middle West indulge 
in reminiscences of the game. 

Frank Acker, the big fullback of a St. Louis 
University team of several years ago, was 
the player who laid himself open to derision as 
a “bonehead,” but who instead was acclaimed a 
hero.. The play was made in a game between 
St. Louis University and the University of Ne- 
braska. St. Louis’ goal line, as was the case 
with Michigan, was in danger, and St. Louis 
punted. But the ball, instead of going forward, 
described a parabola backward and plumped 
into Acker’s arms behind the goal line. 

No gooner had his arms closed around the 
ball than Acker humped up his shoulders, put 
his head down, and started for the field. He 
battered his way through 
the entire Nebraska team, 
shook off opposing tack- 
lers, and tarried the ball 
60 yards toward Nebraska’s 
goal. 


. Louis University, “but they are rarely 
’ “spectacular, as in the case of Clark of 
Michigan. Mostly they are errors of 
judgment in an exciting part of the game, and many of 
them are concealed by the scrimmage and not apparent 
to the spectators. But when a ‘boner’ is pulled in base- 
ball the player is out where the whole world can look 
on. 9° 
A player known to St. Louis followers of football who 
duplicated the stunt of the eastern college man of run- 
ning with the ball in the wrong direction, was Archie 
Lowe, now a lawyer, who was fullback on the St. Louis 
University team from 1907 to 1909. 


In a game between St. Louis University and the Uni- 
versity of Indiana, in 1909, Lowe got a signal to take 
the ball at an exciting stage of the contest. But the 
quarterback. misjudged the distance and threw the ball 
over Lowe’s head. The fullback turned, swooped up the 
balLin a flash and started running toward his own team’s 
goal. In this instance, howevér, no touchdown was 
scored for the opposition. Lowe was overtaken and 
tackled by one of his own teammates after he had run 
about 30 yards. 

Even after he had been downed, Lowe gave a striking 
illustration of what excitement will make a man do when 
his mind and heart are set on dofng his full share to- 
ward helping his team .to win. Lowe rose, and al- 
though knowing then that he had been guilty of a 
“boner,” he took his station for the next play and still 
was facing in the wrong direction—toward his. own 
team’s goal. 

A play. which cannot ‘be. classed as a “boner,” but 
which has become famous in the lexicon of football was 
resorted to by the Carlisle team as a last resort when 
Carlisle was being badly beaten by Harvard in 1903. 
Toward the close of the game Harvard kicked off to 
Carlisle, and the ball was caught by Hudson, quarter- 
back of the Indian team. 

By prearrangement, every man on the Carlisle team 
ran toward’ Hudson, and when the ball descended into 
the group no player on the Harvard team knew who 
had the pigskin in his possession. Hudson tucked the 
ball under his jersey, and simutaneously every man on 

the Carlisle team removed his head- 

gear, clasped his arms around it, and 
ran toward the Harvard goal. 

Every man on the Indian team ap- 
peared to have a ball in his arms and 
nobody on ‘the Crimson eleven knew 
whom to tackle. As the ruse worked 

—out, every man on the Carlisle team 
but the right one was tackled. Hud- 
son crossed the Harvard goal line, took 
the ball from under his jersey, and 
touched it to the ground. The referee 
declared the play to be legitimate and 
the touchdown was allowed.

This is the only instance 
in football, so far as is 
known, of a player du- 
plicating. Clark’s “boner” 
and getting away with 
it. 

Coach Edmunds of Wash- 
ington University, who is 
a Michigan University 
man, recalled another 
“bonehead” play of which, 
strangely, a player repre- 
senting a team of his alma 
mater also was guilty. In 
a close game between Michigan and Harvard, in 1914, 
Sprawn, the Michigan fullback, was given the signal for 
a forward pass. The play worked beautifully. Two men 
were waiting to receive the pass when the,ball was tossed 
to Sprawn by the quarterback, but the fullback, instead 
of completing the pass, ran with the ball and was 
thrown for a loss. ard won the game, 7 to 0, but 
had it not been for the player’s disregard of the signals 
Michigan night have succeeded in tying it. 


In a game between Ohio 
State University and Syra- 
cuse, in which Coach Ed- 
munds officiated; the quarter- 
back made himself unenvi- 
ably famous by calling for a 
punt when Ohio had the ball 
on Syracuse’s. 26-yard line, 
thus destroying Ohio’s 
chances of scoring. Syracuse 
got a touchback on the play. 
How a quarterback, who must 
of necessity know all the fine 


‘points and technicalities of 


the game, occupying a posi- 
tion similar to that of the 
General of an army, could call 
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a iaidiee player before he crossed the line. 

Henry Lindsay, a St. Louis lawyer, former center on 
the Dartmouth University team, who has coached col- 
lege teams in the Middle West and also officiated in 
games in and arouhd St. Louis, tells a story of how an 
entire football team got down on its knees the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving and prayed for victory the following 
day. , 

The team was that representing Missouri Valley 
College, a Presbyterian theelogical institution, and had 
been organized after football had been forbidden at the 
college for seven years. The ages of the players ranged 
from 16 to 36.

If the Central Empires are victorious in the war, this 
ambitious State will undoubtedly become the dominant 
Power in the Balkans, perhaps with actual sovereignty 
over Servia, Montenegro and Albania.

terms “the unthinkable treachery” of Ferdinand would 
insist upon erasing Bulgaria as a nation from the map. 

The manifesto with which Bulgaria explained her 
entrance into the war was’of a piece with Ferdinand’s 
character, and, it must be said, of the character of the 
nation over which he rules. There was a reference to 
“the perfidy of Italy,” but the entire justification of the 
act was based frankly and unequivocally upon the be- 
lief that the Germans would win the war. “It would 
be suicidal,” the note said, “for Bulgaria to join her 
fortunes with the losers.” 

Not reasons of sentiment, but those of pure selfish- 
ness are thus confessed as the motives of the Bulgarians. 
It mattered not that this decision spelled alliance with 
Turkey, which for five centuries of oppression ground 
the face of Bulgaria under the Moslem heel; or that it 
spelled war with Russia, to which Bulgaria owes its in- 
dependence. It mattered 
not that Ferdinand, 
though German on the 
paternal side, is French 
on the maternal side, his 
mother, Princess Clem- 
entine of Orleans, having 
been a daughter of King 
Louis Philippe of France. 

It is in perfect cold 
blood, with the most 
practical of motives, that 
Bulgaria has thrown in 
her lot with her mortal ~ 
enemy, Turkey, “~with 
whom she was at war 
only two years ago, and 
has drawn the knife 
against her traditional 
protector, Russia. It 
was said of Ferdinand, 
when he was only 20 
years old, that he pos- 
sessed “a heart with 
which one might cut 
diamonds.” 

A gypsy’s prediction made many years ago to Princess 
Clementine is said to have been the germ of Ferdinand’s 
career. The sorceress declared that Princess Clemen- 
tine, who was born the daughter of an uncrowned King, 
would be ‘the mother of a crowned monarch. Nothing 
seemed less likely than the fulfillment of this prophecy. 
The Bourbons had been ejected from France for all 
time, and Ferdinand was merely a younger son of the 
German house of SaxeCoburgGotha. But from child- 
hood the Princess began to train t*®2 Jey as if some day 
he were to sit upon a throne. 

She was considered the mox brilliant woman of 
Europe ip her day, and almost from babyhood began to 
instill into her son the principles of statecraft of the 
Machiavellian school. At the precocious age of 26, 
what Ferdinand did not know about statecraft was not 
worth knowing, and there was no game in politics at 
which he was not a virtuoso. And yet this youth, 
trained as if born to the purple, was a mere Lieutenant 
in the Austrian army. 

His opportunity came ir 1887, after Alexander of 
Battenberg, Prince of Bulgaria, had been kidnaped by 
Russian officers and carried off a prisoner. Thereafter 
a delegation of Bulgarians wandered about Europe for. 


- @ year, imploring someone to please come and rule over 


the country. The job went begging everywhere. What 
had happened to Alexander was fresh in mind. Bul- 
garia was not then a kingdom. It was a principality 
under the suzerainty of Turkey, to which it paid tribute, 
and the ruler bore only the title of Prince. His office 
was justly considered the most unstable and perilous 
in Europe. 
fully between the rival interests of Russia and Austria, 
and if he kept on good terms with Turkey, he was like- 

ly to be assassinated by his own subjects. 
It was no small credit to Ferdinand, or at least to 
his mother, that he himself sought the place which 
e else had refused because of its difficulties;

“Bock beer and conversation fol- 

lowed, interrupted by acrobat feats, clown jokes and 

the clinking of glasses on marble tables, The Major 

opened the discussion in military fashion by entering 

in medias res. ‘I am told,’ he said, ‘that you are look- 

ing out for a Prince of Bulgaria. As I have just the 

man you want, we may be able to do business to- 
gether.’” And so on.

The delegates quickly ap- 

peared at Ebenthal, where 

Ferdinand was staying 

with his mother,*and made 

the formal offer. The 

young man accepted, but 

with the express condi-- 

tion that the great Powers 

_ gave their consent.. He 

’ probably knew that a gen- 

eral approval of his can- 

didacy was impossible, for 

Bulgaria was in a very 

parlous state. Russian in- 

fluence had been supreme. 

The Sultan, who was the 

nominal overlord, was cer- 

tain to oppose any candi- 

date of whom the Czar 

might approve, and Stam- 

buloff, the Premier, with 

his national ideals, was ‘bound to object 

to any Prince who would not be first and 

last wholly Bulgarian. Ferdinand also knew that any 

candidate of whom the Czar did not approve would 

have every state in Europe against him, and would run 

the risk of assassination in Sofia. 

It is probable that Ferdinand’s conditional acceptance 
was one of those diplomatic bluffs with which all stu- 
dents of statecraft are familiar. Stambuloff told the 
young man pointedly that Bulgaria wanted a Prince 
who would take the throne in face of all opposition. If 
Russia opposed, he could get her consent later. All 
Stambuleff wanted was that Ferdinand should take the 
first ‘step—the rest was stire success. And Ferdinand 
accepted. 

One who was intimately informed of the circumstances 
of Ferdinand’s entry into Bulgaria in 1883 has written

HAT stayed in my mind was the picture 
of a fat and florid, rather unpleasant- 
looking man. I decided on the spot that 
I didn’t like Ferdinand. 

He was bloated and porcine. He looked as if 
he liked the good things of the flesh. His eyes 
were wily. I felt that he could be a real brute 
when he wished, and that he could put on a smile 
when his inner fhought was wicked. 

He was vain, and might be willful, but in his 
willfulness would lie a certain strength — the 
strength of purpose rather than character. 

No, he was not pleasant to look at. And after 
I had taken in what I could of him I remember 
wondering how he ever got on or off a horse!

“One of these gazed at the downhearted Prince curi- 
ously, searchingly and almost aggressively. He was a 
low-sized, thick-set man, whose long head, broad, out- 
jutting cheekbones, raven-black beard and fiery eyes. 
bespoke the Slav. Ferdinand, pale, smiling feebly, and 
bowing prefoundly, returned the glance. 


“The positive and negative poles of humanity! Fate 


had brought those two men together from different — 


parts of the continent that one should risk everything 
he had and was in order to realize the life-dream of 
the other, and be annihilated by that other on the mor- 
row of success. It was the ringing up ef the curtain om 
a curious drama suggestive of that played by the spiders 
of the species Epeirides,-of which the female devours the 
male. 

“Stephen Stambuloff, the lowly son of the Bulgariaz 
inn keeper, set the scion of the house of Coburg on the 
Bulgarian throne and kept him there for years, pro- 
tecting his position against the diplomatic attacks of 
the Russian empire and his life against the bullets and 
daggers of native and foreign assassins; and when h 
had established the Prince firmly in the country he w 


virtually grippéd and held by his highness while his - 


murderers gouged out his eyes, hacked his arms inte 
strips and did him piecemeal to death.”’ 

The story is told that, when Ferdinand first went ta 
the Bulgarian capital, he ordered a gorgeous coronation 


‘mantle of ermine and purple to be “created,” with 


which to dazzle his sub- 
jects. It was a period 
of great unrest and 
doubt, and some of those 
subjects were quite as 
ready to “knife” him as 
they were to worship 
him. 


“One day,” runs the 
story, “he donned his 
exotic robe of state and 
sent for his fidus Achates 
to come and admire it 
and accompany him to 
some ceremony. Stam- 


buloff, his head full 0& 


plans and his pockets 
full of papers, entered 
the palace. When he 
caught sight of the 
crowned Adonis he stood 
silently frowning. ' 
cannot and will not be 
seen with you if you 
don't take that frippery ‘off,’ exclaimed the Minister. 
‘Sane people wil] think you are mad!’ 

“This uncouth language angered the Prince. His reply 
was a mixture of explanation and reproof, but Stambu- 
loff cut it short with the significant remark: ‘There 
are more urgent matters to’be attended to than corona- 
tion mantles. For instance, your highness might see that 
you get a more trustworthy bodyguard, or else’ ”"—— 

The seven years that followed, from July, 1887, whem 
Ferdinand was formally elected, to Stambuloff’r resigea 
nation of the premiership in 1894, were packed with exa 
citement; the Premier, strong-willed and self-reliant, - 
with his indomitable purpose to create a unified nationg 
kept his promise to support the Prince against all oppo« 
sition; the Prince, on his.side, was not wholly tractable 
and gave Stambuloff many anxious moments. 
affairs were very unstable. The Nabokov raid tool 
place. Brigandage was rampant. The removal of the 
Russian Bishops for refusing to pay homage to the 
Prince inflamed the Russians. The execution of Panitza 
for conspiracy and the signing. of the death warrant by 
the Prince, foreboded future trouble. The murder of 
Vilkovitch, the Bulgarian representative at Constanti- 
nople, aroused intense enimosity against the Turks. 

And the attempted assassination of Stambuloff him- 
self, resulting in the death of his friend, Veltcheff, proved 
that the Premier’s life, if not that of his Prince, was 
in daily danger. In addition to all this, Ferdinand made 
many enemies by the establishment of a private spy 
bureau, by which means he secured information about 
the private lives of important personages, inside the 
court and out—information that he was ruthless in using 
when occasion required. For this, and other nefarious 
practices, he was heartily disliked, if not hated: He 


trusted no one, and was not trusted. And few there were 


except his own mother, whom he could truthfully call 
friends. 
It was the mother who put matters ona better basis.

Fabre 
cared nothing for the distinction, except as a mark of 
the Minister’s personal esteem. It is even said that 
Duruy wished to appoint Fabre as private.tutor to the 
son and heir of Emperor Napoleon III, but the gruff 


~ geientist would have nothing to do with the plan. 


About that time Fabre produced several scientific text 


‘ pooks, the most notable being a work on agricultural 


chemistry. He also began delivering a series of public 
lectures. But he was doomed to be the victim of petty 


* jeslousies in the faculty. 


For one thing, he refused to wear a top hat at public 
functions, preferring instead an old felt that he always 
affected. It was only occasionally he could be induced 
to wear a “topper.” Then, too, although he had not a 
fellowship, he was intensely popular with the students 
and his public lectures attracted great attention. At 
that time he formed a friendship for John Stuart Mill, 
which was destined to last until the great economist’s 
death. 

Finally, after 20 years, and when he was 48, his 
enemies succeeded in shouldering him out of the uni- 
versity. His salary had never been increased, but he 
was getting a small outside income. Mill lent him $120, 
which he scrupulously repaid. After 25 years of prep- 
aration he published his “Souvenirs Entomologiques,” 
the most popular book he ever wrote. Then he bought 
@ little plot of ground and a house at the village of 
Serignan, kicked a hole in his top hat, discarded his 
college clothes for a peasant’s blouse and went into re- 
tirement for the rest of his days. 

His first wife died and in his sixtieth year he mar- 
~ led a young woman by whom he had three children. 
She became his best helper and his most deyoted friend. 
For 30 years they lived in retirement. 

In 1880 Darwin asked him to make some experiments 
to determine whether intelligence or instinct governed 
the home-finding habit of bees. The brilliant results 
of the experiments were published in England after 
Darwin’s death in 1882. Fabre had conclusively demon- 
strated that it was a matter of instinct. 

Among the peasants of his village, Fabre was re- 
garded as eccentric, if not a little bit “touched,” when 
they would come upon him lying down in a road with 


& magnifying glass, studying some insect. His rare 
appearances on the village street were a matter of 
local comment for several days. 

In some of his reminiscences he tina told of hew an- 
noying the intrusion of visitors was and of how amazed 
they often were when they came upon kim at work, In 
the experiments he did for Darwin, he was trying to 
find out whether bees or homing pigeons.retained a 
sense of direction’ even when they were unable to see

Then, still swinging his bucket, he walked a quarter 
of a mile from his home in the opposite direction before 
he released them. A peasant woman saw him walking 
along, swinging the pail, stopping from time to time to 
change direction, and occasionally turning himself 
around in circles to make the thing more complicated. 
She observed him in open-mouthed wonder, and it was 
not surprising that she must have concluded from his 
behavior that he was bereft of his senses. 

His habits were regular. He arose at a certain hour 
every morning and after a frugal m@al—he was a vege- 
tarian—he would go into the little room he had fitted 


up as, his study and laboratory and work ceaselessly 


until noon. To disturb him in his laboratory was an 
almest impossible thing, so zealously did the members 
of his household guard his seclusion. He might have 
opened the door to any humble scholar seeking informa- 
tien, but he might also have refused to open it to the 
President of the republic if he were particularly en- 
grossed. 

His only income was from the sale of his books and, 
in 1899, they were selling so poorly that he was desti- 
tute. In 1908 he wrete to a friend, offering to sell a 
collection of water color plates which he prized greatly. 
An investigation followed. 
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he was made director of an agricultural laboratory. His 
friends planned a jubilee celebration in his honor. The 
date was set for 1910. Then people began to inquire. 
“Who is this M. Fabre they are talking so much about?” 

That summer the obscure village became a Mecca for 
pilgrimages to the shrine of the “Homer of the In- 
sects.” The highest dignitaries of his own country and 
scientists, literary men, interviewers, journalists, pho- 
tographers from all over the world flocked te Séerignan. 
A great public demonstration was given in Fabre’s 
honor, and he burst into tears with the revelation that 
Fame at last had crowned him. 

Everything he had written was resurrected. His 
beoks were reprinted and eagerly bought: They were 
translated into all the languages of Europe. The hermit 
was a hermit no longer. The world had beaten a path 
to his hermitage. 

What had Fabre done to merit it? For one thing he 
had enriched the world’s literature. His _ scientific 
achievements have been well set forth by his biographer, 
Dr. C. V. Legros, in his work, “Fabre, Poet of Science,” 
as follows: 

“His gaze has penetrated even the most hidden 
dwellings; those in which the Halictus ‘varnishes her 
cells and makes the round loaf which is to receive the 
egg;’ in which, under the cover of cocoons, murderous 
grubs devour slumbering nymphs; even the depths of 
the soil are not hidden from him, for there, thanks to 
his artifices, he has surprised the astonishing secret - 
the Minotaur. 

“He sifts all doubtful stories; anecdotes, cdiiediiits . 
of supposed habits; all that is incoherent or ill observed 
or misinterpreted; all the ‘cliches’ which the makers 
of books pass from hard to hand. 

“In place of repetition, he gives us laws, constant 
facts, fixed rules. 

“He sets himself to decipher the meaning of old jeien, 
skillfully disengaging the little parcel of truth which 
usually lies beneath a mass of incorrect or even false 
statements, He criticises La Fontaine and questions 
the statements of Horus, Apollo and Pliny. Frem a 
mass of undigested knowledge he has es the living 
science of aaecots tneate ~

For the favor of the Czar, Ferdinand 
quickly found that he had to pay an 
awful price—none other than the sacrifice 
of his own religious conscience and the 
conversion of his son, Boris, to the 
Orthodox church. It can safely be said 


that the whole world looked on with. 


amazement while Ferdinand’s conscience- 


less political scheme unfolded itself, and 


a little dumb baby, born a true Catholic, 
the child of a Catholic father and mother, 
was offered wpon the altar of diplomacy. 

The Catholics of Europe were furious, 
the pan-Slavists delighted. It was even 
reported that the Princess Marie Louise 
threatened to leave her husband if he 
persisted in his scheme, and (it is be- 
lieved) actually did so, but returned on 
Ferdinand’s threat to take her two chil- 
dren away from her. Notwithstanding all 
the opposition, however, the scheme went 
through, and Boris was received into the 
Orthodox church on Feb. 14, 1896. The 
Czar gave Ferdinand his blessing, the 
Powers abandoned their objections, and 
just one month afterward, on March 14, 
1896, Ferdinand was named by the Sultan 
Prince of Bulgaria. 

The satisfaction that Ferdinand may 
have felt over his political triumph was 


Offset by the knowledge that thousands 


of his subjects believed him guilty of the 
murder of Stambuloff. That terrible and 


_ ugly event had taken place in the previ- 


ous July. The great Bulgarian states- 
man was set upon in the open streets 


to him, and it is now believed that it 
was committed by members of the Panitza 
conspiracy. But the stain of suspicion 
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lost the helpmate who had given 

a most of the popularity he possessed. 
Not until 1908 did ne marry again, this 
time to the Princess Eleanore of Reuss. 
It was she who made such a deep im- 
pression during the Balkan wars by her 
services with the Red Cross at the front. 
In a political sense, notwithstanding 
frequent changes in ministers and an oc- 
casional assassination (such as that of 
Petkoff in 1906), the- progress of the 


* country was rapid up to the outbreak of 


the first Balkan war, and, in a military 
sense, it was remarkable, as all observers 
of Bulgarian prowess were compelled to 
admit from the very start of operations. 

So far as Ferdinand was personally 
concerned, his reputation as a statesman 
grew steadily, and when, in October, 1908, 
having been informed privately by Russia 
that Austria was going to seize Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, Ferdinand publicly pro- 
claimed Bulgaria an independent king- 
dom, there were few who said that his 
reward had not been deservedly won. 
Everyone knew lim to be a domineering, 
egotistic, ruthless man, but everyene ad- 
mitted he was a strong man to have 
brought his country through se many 


vicissitudes, and they granted to him the 
credit of his strength. 

The second Balkan war, with its re 
lentless punishment of the overwhelming 
selfishness of .Bulgaria, is an affair of 
too recent importance to require lengthy 
mention. It is enough to say that Ferdl- 
nand’s position became insecure, and a 
lengthy absence from Sofia gave rise to 
the belief that he was going to abdicate 
His disappointment at the failure of Bul- 
garian ambitions was great, and many of 
his people turned bitterly against him. 
But he went back to his post, bore the 
pains of broken pride, and waited his 
chance. That chance, through.the machi- 
nations of others, has now come suddenly 
upon him, and Ferdinand has made the 
choice that will mean the making or the 
breaking of the Bulgarian nation. 

The Princess Clementine of Orleans 
died eight years ago, at the age of 89. 
Thus for nearly half a century, she may 
be said to have presided over the des- 
tinies of her son. The bond between the 
two was never broken and the mother

MAN MILLIONS OF YEARS OLD 


D ARTHUR KEITH, president of the Royal An- 


thropological Institute, in his splendid mono- 

graph on the “Antiquity of Man,” just issued, 

has summed up the present knowledge of the 
anthropologists on the question of the age of the human 
race and expressed the views which must be accepted 
until additional discoveries regarding geologic man 
cause their modification. 

The discovery of Neanderthal man with some ape-like 
characteristics in the mid-Pleistocene geological deposits 
(discovered in 1848), and of the Pithecanthropus, a 
much more primitive type of human being, in the late 
Pliocene or early pleistocene deposits, seemed to indi- 
cate the comparatively rapid and recent development of 
man with his general characteristics of historic times. 
. But the recent explorations at Combe Capelle and 
Mentone disclosed the fact that way back in the mid- 
Pleistocene age there existed human beings of the 


modern type contemporaneous with the .half-developed_« 


Neanderthal man. So that at that remote time there 
existed severai types of man of totally different species 
and genera; and not mere variations of one species 
such as exist today on the earth in its different races 
of men. 

It is still conceded that the gorilla, chimpanzee and 
the orang and man are collateral descendants of a 
common stock; but half a million years ago the human 
branch consisted of a variety of genera just as the an- 
thropoids are at the present time. 

Dr. Keith thus states-the condition: “So far as our 
knowledge goes, the Miocene Anthropoid apes offer us no 
form which can serve as a probable human ancestor. 
The smal] and large anthropoids were already differ4® 
tiated, and we may presume that the same was the case 
with the human form.” This great antiquity carries us 
down some 10,000 feet through geological strata, and 
back a period of a million years in time.
